‘THE CAPITOL CITY RUNS ASHORE 
ON RYE BEACH. 
©APT. RUSSELL GETS TWO MILES OUT OF 
HIS COURSE IN A FOG—THE VESSEL‘ 
LIKELY TO GO TO PIECES. 


The boys at Rye Beach fish for bass off 
® Passengers’ Rock” when the tide islow. The 
ledge bears that name because some passengers 
on aschooner that was wrecked in a gale years 
ago clambered on it for safety. When the boys 
went down to the shore yesterday morning they 
found a big Sound steamer perched on the rock, 
with her decks submerged, her lifeboats floating 
alongside, and tne waves that were stirred up by 
a brisk southeast wind washing away all her 
upper framework. 

It came aboutin this way: From December 
until April of each year the flat-bottomed 
steamboats that run between this city and Hart- 
ford do not go up the Connecticut River, but 
get their passengers and freight delivered to 
them by rail at Saybrook landing. Tuesday 
night the Capitol City started from Saybrook 
for this city with a good load of freight, but the 
fog was so thick that only two passengers took 
yhe boat, the others preferring to continue their 

ourney all rail. These boats usually run at 
@ speed of 15 knots an hour, but Capt. J. N. Rus- 
sell, of the Capitol City, was satisfied with 10 
knots, and was running about that speed when 
he got in the neighborhood of Pleasant Rock at 
5:30 yesterday morning. He did not know where 
the vessel was. Neither did Pilot J. H. Gaines, 
who had the wheei. They were steering the ves- 


gel’s course by the compass, and thought they 
Weretwo miles clear from the shore, with pienty 
of free water ahead of them. No one dreamed of 
Passengers’ Rock till the steamboat was on it, 
and then there wasnot very much time for 
dreaming, 

The moment the bow of the boat struck Capt. 
Russell rang the bell for the engineer to back 
water, but before Assistant Engineer L. B. 
Wright, who wasin charge, could obey orders 
the steamer gave another lurch forward, drag- 
ging her entire length over the rocks, and the 
Pngines stopped of their ownaccord. The boilers 
of ube boat were on each side of the main deck 
forward of the paddle wheels. The firemen raked 
out the hot coals at once, to prevent an explo- 
sion. Then the crew of 40 men (including nine 
officers) bustled around to see what could be 
fione about getting ashore, and to take in the real 
situation. Some of the men cut away the guard 
rails with axes and got afloat in the lifeboats. 
Tne fog was stillso thick that they could not 
discover that they were within 200 feet of a 
Westchester County farm- 

The steamboat filled with water so rapidly 
that it seemed as though half the 4-inch pianks 
on the flat bottom had been torn away, andina 
few minutes from the time she struck she had 
settled solidly on the rock. Her position was a 
curious one. She had come so close inshore as 
to run into a literal yoke of stone, with ** Black 
rom ’’ hemming her in on one side and Passen- 
gers’ Rock on the other. 

There was the wildest consternation among 
They were both youn 
men, one H. D. Chronister,-of York, Penn., an 
the other Louis Pfahler, of Greenpoint, Long 
Island. The shock threw them from their berths. 
Chronister waded through the water, half 
dressed, to the baggage room. collared his valise 
and requested to be put on shore. It was nearly 
tour hours after the boat struck before the fog 
lifted so that Capt. Russell could see the shore, 
though he was only a few feet from it. Then 
the two passengers were put ashore and knocked 
at the doors of the country residence of George 
H. Van Wagenen, of Brooklyn. There was no 
one there,so they went to Rye and took the 
first train to this city. 

It was obvious to Capt. Russell that he could 
not get his steamer off the rocks, so he set the 
crew at work saving as much of the freight as 
possible. There was about $30,000 worth of it— 
miscellaneous stuff from manufactories in the 
valley along the Connecticut River. Much of it 
was damaged by water. In the after hold 
of the vessel was the dining saloon, the 
berths for sleeping, and the crew's quar- 
ters. These all filled with water and settled 
the steamer on the rocks with her bow high in 
the air. The main deck, where the bulk of the 
freight was stored, sloped atan angle of about 
20 degrees. The freight was all rolled forward 
out of the wet, and the furniture and bedding 
was carried trom the ladies’ saloon and lower 
gtaterooms to the upper decks. 


The wind, which kept inereasingin force every | 


Tainute, was in the most unfavorable position 
for the unfortunate steamer. The waves came 
rolling in upon her from the open Sound, sweep-: 
ing away her light rigging, wrenching her hull 
from stem to stern, sweeping through the win- 
dows that had been broken by the shock into 
the carpeted cabins, and bumping her about on 
the rocks generally in a te | that threatened 
poon to tear her to pieces. It was well along. 
in the afternoon before the Hegerty 
and the Fly, from the Chapman Wreck- 
ing Company, got in sight of Rye Beach, 
and then the steamer was so close inshore that 
they could not get near her. When the tide was 
full the water rose about four feet over the 
sunken vessel’s main deck and set afloat every- 
thing that was stg around loose. The poat 
rocked to and fro like a cradle, snapping the 
huge hog frames and throwing the upper deck- 
work all out of shape. People came down from 
the shore towns and stood for hours on the 
beach, expecting every minute to see her go to 
pieces. : 

Last evening when the steamer had been on 
the rocks where she struck over 12 hours noth- 
ing had been done about getting her off. The 
wrecking boats bobbed around outside waiting 
fora job, but the agents of the company were 
not quite satisfied whether it was their place to 
try and get the steamer out of her predicament 
or whether the insurance people would want to 
«0 it. The probabilities seemed to be that the 
vessel would go to pieces in a few hours in such 
a sea. The freight was all in a wet heap 
on the forward decks, though the Eleanor 
Peck was waiting to transfer it to this city if she 
could get hold of it. Everybody was waiting for 
something and nobody doing anything in par- 
ticular. Soon after dark it began to rain heavily 
aud the storm increased. Though the steamer 
was falling away, piece by piece,ana the men 
did not know how soon they might be swamped 
with water, they prepared tospend an uncom- 
fortable and somewhat dangerous night on 
board. 

No one could explain how. or why the vessel 
came in such a peculiar plight. The night was 
foggy, but there was no sea, and at the time the 
Bteamer hit the rock the wind had only 
just begun to freshen up. Capt. Russell 
has been in the employ of the company 
14 years, and is considered by them one of the 
most trustworthy men in the Sound service. 
Pilot Gaines, whose hand was on the wheel at 
the time, had nothing to say for himseif yester- 
day. Capt. Russet! said that ne could not ac- 
count for the accident in any way unless the 
compass was a point or two out ofthe way. He 
was sailing closely by the compass, and had 
taken the vessel over exactly the same course a 
hundred times before. 

The Hartford and New-York Transportation 
Company have had bad luck with their steam- 
ers. The State of New-York went down in the 
Connecticut River off Goodspeed's Landing a 
few years ago, and then the Granite State was 
burned up within a mile of the samespot. The 
Capital City,. (formerly City of BRartford,) was 
the oldest boat of the lot. She was built in 1852, 
but four years ago the company spent a 
good deal of money in _ reconstructing 
her and considered her worth 000. 
She carried an insurance of about $75,000. 
From the appearances last evening it 
did not look as though the boat would ever be 
fitfor serviceagain. Her agents were looking 
ground for another steamer to take her place on 
the line temporarily, but there are eo many 
shallow: sandbars to scrape over between Mid- 
fletown and Hartford that it is aifficult to geta 
boat to undertake the risk. The City of w- 
rence, of the Norwich Line, took the Capital 
City’s place when she was laid off once before, 
but she used to get laid ashore on the Glaston- 
bury bar nearly every other trip. 





BOYCOTTING A NEWSPAPER.

The 
editor and owner of the paper, W. R. Sperry, 
formerly of the New-York “vening Post, refuses 
to aecede to theJemands of the union, and says 
be will spend $10,000 in the fight.

THE FLOODS SOUTH AND WEST.

‘GREAT DAMAGE TO PROPERTY AND RAIL- + 


ROAD TRAFFIC SUSPENDED. 
RICHMOND, Va., March 31.—The heavy 


rains of the past three days have caused consid- 


erable rise in the waters of the James River. 
The wharves in the lower part of this city are 
submerged several feet,and the merchants in 
that section along the waterfront have removed 
their goods to places of safety. Cellarson Main- 
street as high up as Sixteenth-street are filled 
with water. Rain is still falling this evening 
steadily, and the indications are that the freshet 
will assume the proportion of some of the great 
floods of the past. The water at6 P. M. was up 
14 feet above low-water mark. Reports from 
along the Richmond and Alleghany Rail- 
road at noon stated that the water at Balcony 
Falls bad risen 12 feet, and was rising rapidly; 
In Columbia—the confluence of the Rivin- 
na and James _  Rivers—57 miles above 
Richmond, the water was up 25 feet and 
rising 8 inches an hour, At 5 P. M. no 
report could be had from west of Columbia, as 
the telegraph wires were down. The water at 
that point had risen to 27 feet and was still ris- 
ing. The track of the Richmond and Alleghany 


Railroad is under water at several points, and a 
bridge is reported washed away. o trains are 
running. 


DANVILLE, Va., March 31.—There was a 
terrible thunderstorm here this morning. Lignht- 
ning struck a house in which were five persons, 
the house was torn to pieces. A young man was 
sitting on a trunk leaning against a window. The 
window was shattered and the young man’s 
clothes torn from his person, but he was not 
seriously hurt. About the same time electric 
light wires werestruck and one of the dynamos 
badly damaged. The storm has now abated. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 3L—The rain 
of Monday in North Alabama was one of the 
heaviest for many years. The Warrior River, 
at Tuscaloosa, is reported higher than at any 
time since 1882. Regular railway traffic has 
been suspended here since Monday night. No 
trains are arriving or departing on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, Queen and Crescent, and 
Georgia, all of which suffered numerous wash- 
outs. It is difficult to even approximate the 
damage. No serious accident is reported other 
than the going down of an engine into a big 
washout near Carthage, on the Alabama Great 
Southern. The engineer and fireman went 
down with the engine and hxd to swim for 
life. The engineer barely succeeded in stop- 
ping in time the passenger cars yong > 
Business is seriously impeded throughout this 
section, although there is no interruption of 
mining and manufacturing operations. 


LovuIsviL1z, Ky., March 31.—Rain has 
been falling almost constantly for nearly three 
days throughout the State. At Williamsburg, 
Ky., the Cumberland River is higher than ever 
known, and the farms are inundated, so that 
overa hundred families have been compelled to 
move to high ground. Large losses of live stock 
are reported. A flood of the Big Sandy is threat- 
ened at and above Catiettsburg. At Jellico, near 
the State line,on the Knoxville branch of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, the houses are 
all submerged and trains are unable to get 
through. No trains on the East Tennessee, Vir- 

inia and Georgia Road have arrived at Jellico 

or 36 hours, and it is reported that 400 feet of 
ot Meeds Tunnel has cavedin. Railroad bridges 
on the south of the Louisville and Nashville and 
Cincinnati Southern are reported washed away. 


CHaTTaNooGa, Tenn., Maroh 31.—Tele- 
grams from all the river towns above indicate an 
unusual rise in the Chattanooga River. At 8 P. 
M. it was still rising at the rate of four inches 
per hour. A most careful estimate places the 
maximum food at thia point at 48 feet; this will 
submerge the outlying districts. A large num- 
ber of families had to move out, and more are 
moving out to-night. A passenger train on the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, with 125 
passengers aboard, has been water-bound near 
Charleston, Tenn., for 48 hours, and capnot be 
moved before to-morrow. 


MonTGoMERY, Ala., March 31.—No fur- 
ther disasters are reported except heavy losses 
by stock being sweptaway. In this city the 
tiood reached the res point ever known. 
The water is over all the tracks at the Union 
Station. No trains have arrived from Atlanta 
or on the Louisville and Nashvillc Road. Some 
manufacturing establishments lose lumber and 
material, but the principal loss is from suspen- 
sion of work. , 


LyNcHBURG, Va., March 31.—The river 
at this place is 224 feet above low water mark 
and rising slowly. The Richmond and Alleghany 
Railroad lost heavily above this city in the large 
amount of trestling washed away. The electric 
light works and the water works are submerged, 
and the city is in darkness.

LIST OF INSURANCES IN NEW-YORE COM- 
PANIES. 

Kry West, Fla., March 31.—The loss of 
property by yesterday’s fire is estimated at 
$1,500,000. Four thousand persons are thrown 
out of employment. There are only provisions 
enough in the city to last about one week. The 
villages of Fort Myers and Punta Rassa have 
sent $573 in aid of the sufferers. The Board of 
Trade has appointed a committee to take 
charge of all subscriptions for the sufferers. 
Hundreds of persons spent last night in the 
stréets watching their effects. The merchants 
held a meeting to-day to make arrangements to 
order some provisions to prevent a famine. The 
wind has suddenly shifted to the north, with 
danger of bringing the fire, which still burns, 
back again into the city. The losses and insur- 
ance as far as ascertained are as follows: A. M.

porarily stored upon the hospital grounds, Sur- 
geon-General Hamilton teiegraphed him to-day 
to extend to the injured all relief possible not 
involving the expenditure of money. 





WESTERN SILK ASSOCIATION. 

Curicaco, March 3L—The Western Silk 
Association is in session in this city. The mem- 
bership represents the 18 silk manufactories 
whose agencies are situated in Chicago, 8t. Louis, 
and Cincinnati. At the meeting last evening the 
following officers were ejected: H. H. Belding, 
President: R. W. Hare, Secretary and Treasurer, 
and C. H. Sampson, of St. Louis; George P. Rich- 
ardson, of Cincinnati, and George B. Foster, of 
Chicago, Vice-Presidents. The business trans- 
acted was of routine nature and tended to per- 
fect the organization and arrange for the con- 
trol of product and price. Owing to an advance 
of 30 cents reported in the cost of raw silk an 
advance of perhaps 20 cents will probably be or- 
dered in the manufactured article. The follow- 
ing delegation of the American Silk Association, 
representing the tern manufacturers, was re- 
ceived as mombers of the Western Association: 
M. M. Belding, of New-York; J. A. Bowman, of 
Boston; J. R. Emery, of New-York; C. H. Sam 
son, J. A. Coyle, and F. W. Sargent, of St. Louis, 
and H. A. Stanton and W. F. Bowman, of Cin- 
cinnati. By this union it is hoped to harmoni- 
ously control the entire silk producing indus- 
tries of the country. 


A SOUTHERN OPINION. 
Aveusta, Ga., March 31.—The editor of 
the Chronicle, the Hon. Patrick Walsh, who is 
also a National Democratic Committeeman, has 
sent-circulars to other members of that commit- 
tee, and to prominent Democrats of the country,

ING PROVISIONS. 
| THE SCHEME SAID TO BE ENTIRELY DIFFER-: 


FELD SUCCEEDS MR. CHAMBERLAIN. 

Lonpon, March 31.—The Dublin Free- 
man’s Journal says that the Irish Land bill which 
Mr. Gladstone-will propose does not, as has been 
stated, involve either a compulsory purchase or 
the advance of any specified sum from the im- 
perial Treasury. What the measure will enact 
will be the right of any owner of land in Ireland 
to claim from the Government of Ireland, after 
home rule has been granted, the privilege of 
being bought out at a sum regulated by law. 
This sum, the Journal says, will be arrived at 
by multiplying the amount of the rent, 
where it 1s judicially fixed, or of a 
fair rent, when it is not rated judicially, by a 
term of years to be agreed upon by Parliament. 
In all cases where the owners put in such claims 
to be bought out, the imperial exchequer is to 
provide the purchase money. The Irish Govern> 
ment is to guarantee-repayment and is to attend 
to the business of reimbursing the empire for 
all-these outlays, by disposing of the purchased 
lands to occupiers and collecting, in the- shape of 
payments therefor, such rents as will cover the 
whole sum back in 49 years. As at present 


framed, Mr. Gladstone's bill, according to the 
Journal, fixes the rents to be paid by the tenants 
at 4 per cent. per annum on the amount ort the 
purchase. When the tenant has in rent paid to the 
irish Government the amount the land cost the 
Government he is to become the owner. Al- 
though the tenant is to pay the Irish Govern- 
ment 4 per cent. per annum, the latter will be 
responsible to the imperial Treasury for only 
344 per cent. per annum, the difference to go 
into a sinking fund to meet bad debts, the cost 
of coliection, and so forth. The measure as out. 
lined by the Freeman's Journal is so vastly ‘dif 
ferent from the one attributed by certain Radi- 
cals and Tories to Mr. Giadstone as to occasion 
astonishment. The present bill does not compel 
an exodus of Englishmen from Ireland. It sim- 
ply enables the Government, in a gradual and 
reasonable way, without increasing the public 
burdens or running the risk of loss, to adjust the 
conflict of Interest between the peasantry and 
the landowners of Ireland, enabling those who 
tind residence in [Ireland desirable to remain 
there as long as they please, and assisting those 
who find it otherwise to leave without suffering 
injustice. 

The Right Hon. James Stansfeld, the new 
President of the Local Government Board, in 
his address to the electors of Halifax asking re- 
election to the seat in Parliament made vacant 
by his necepenece of office, says he agrees with 
the principles enunciated by Mr. Gladstone in 
his Midlothian pletform and is resolved to assist 
the Premier in the work of practically realizing 
those principles. 

t the Northampton and Pytchley Hunt 
Spring meeting to-day the race for the Ascott 
Piate, for 2-year-olds, was won by Baron de 
Hirsch's bay colt Berber by a length and a 
half. C. J. Lefevre’s bay filly Fifine came in 
second, and T. Jenning’s chestnut filly Lady 
Sefton third. There were five starters. In the 
betting Gen, Owen Williams's chestnut coit 
Vatican was favorite at five to four against. 
Three to one was offered against Rerber; ten to 
one against Fifine and ten to one against Lady 
Sefton. The race for the Great Northampton- 
shire Stakes was won by Lord Hartington’'s 4- 
year-old bay colt Sir Kenneth by three-quarters 
ot a length, with Major Stapylton's 3-year-old 
bay filly Scotilla second and T. Jenning’s 3-year- 
old bay filly Cravate a bad third. There were 12 
starters. The betting was seven to one against 
Sir Kenneth, five to one against Scotilla and 
twenty to one against Cravate. Leopold de 
Rothschild’s 38-year-old bay colt Beaver was 
favorite, five to two being offered against him. 

The bill enfranchising the police passed its 
second reading in the House of Commons this 
afternoon. It is understood that it will be 
amended in committee so as to exclude from 
its provisions the members of the Irish con- 
stabulary.

OUR NEW CRUISERS. 
ARE BRITISH CONTRACTORS AND OFFICERS 
FURNISHING THE DESIGNS? f 
Lonpon, March 81.—The Datly News 
to-day demands of the Government an ex- 
planation of the statement printed in New- 
York that British contractors and officers 
are interested financially in the construc- 
tion of the new vessels to be built for the 
American Navy. The News bases it demand 
upon an editorial ina New-York nautical paper 
of March 6. This bore the caption ‘* Dangerous 
Naval Talent,” and contained the statement that 
the new American cruisers are to be designed 
by a syndicate of whom Sir Nathaniel Barnaby, 
ex-Chief Constructor of the British Navy; Mr. 
White, the present Chief Constructor, and the 
gunnery firm of Sir William Armstrong & 
Co. are the principal members. The article ad- 
mits that the gentlemen named have access 
to vast stores of information collected in Great 
Britain, but warns the United States Govern- 
ment against intrusting the work of rehabili- 
tating the American Navy to a syndicate con- 
trolled » A Englishmen. The News to-day prints 
the article in full, with the heading *‘ A Scan- 
dalous Story,” and insists that it should be of- 
ficially explained. Mr. White and Messrs. Arm- 
strong & Co. were visited to-dsy and asked if 
they had any statements about the American 
story to make public. Mr. White said: ‘“The 
whole story isa lie so farasI am concerned. I 
have written to the News denying the entire alle- 
gation.” Sir William Armstrong & Uo. make a 
similar denial. 


Lonpon, April 1.—Mr. White, the Chief 
Constructor of the Navy, writes to the Daily 
News as follows: “I believe that the American 
Government purchased from Messrs. Armstrong 
& Co. some designs which I prepared while 
in their service and out of the 
public service. These designs were the property 
of Messrs. Armstrong & Co., and were unlike 
any existing in the British Navy. Sir Nathaniel 
Barnaby took no part in drawing up -the de- 
signs.” Sir Nathaniel Barnaby writes to the 
News: “*I consider that the fact that I 
am pensioned does not debar me from designing 
for foreign countries if 1 thereby obtain work 
for British builders. As to the alleged facts, the 
Marquis of Ripon, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
has the right to question me.”

ROBBED HIS OWN MOTHER,

ago Orth Stein. proprietor and editor of the 
Comet, left the city ror St. Louis for the pur- 
pose, he said, of removing his paper to that 
city in order to give it a wider field of 
circulation. He failed to return for several. 
days, and his continued absence caused much 
commentin regard to the state of his business, 
To-day Henry Torr,.a brother-in-law of Stein’s 


mother, arrivedin the city, at her request, to 
settle up his affairs. It seems that Mrs. Stein 
agreed when the Comet was started to advance 
$1,500 to her son for business capital. As he 
stated he did not wish to draw all the 
money at once, she at:different times gave him 
checks on the bank, with the amount left blank, 
to pay current expenses. The last of these was 
given the day before he left, to pay the proposed 
removal. On Mr. Torr applying tothe bank he 
found, however, that $7,300. had en drawn 
from Mrs. Stein’s account, leaving but $200 on 
deposit. This is the amount of the life insurance 
of her husband, the late John A. Stein, which he 
had Juia up for the future support of his ee 
and its loss will leave Mrs. Stein and her daugh- 
ter in poor circumstances, 

Orth Stein started and ran the Comet regard-

*ipg everything in first-class style about him. 

uring his trip to Chicago to buy material 
it is said he paid $600 for type, and 
the expenses of the trip were $500. 
Besides being extravagant he lost large 
sums at poker.

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 


A RUNAWAY WIFE HAS HER HUSBAND AR- 
RESTED ON GRAVE CHARGES. 


PrirrsBuRG, March 31.—Mrs. Frank E. Hill, 
of Greensburg, who eloped with a young lawyer 
of the same place named Marchand, yesterday had 
her husband arrested on a warrant issued by 
Squire McMasters, of this city,ona charge of 
conspiracy. He had a hearing, and was held 
in $5,000 bail to appear at the next term of 


court. Similar informations have been made 
before McMasters against Chief of Detertives 
Roger O'Mara, of the Pittsburg police force, 
and a constable named Weatherhorn, of Suvan- 
nab, Ga. The last two have not been arrested. 
The information which was made on March 27 
by Mrs. Hill alleges that O’Mara and 
her husband followed her to Pensacola, 
Fla., where by threats of imprisonment 
they extorted from her money and a deed for 
real estate situated in Greensburg, to the amount 
of $18,000. By the same means they compelled 
her to return to this city, all the time under 
arrest. On arriving here the whole party pro- 
ceeded to an attorney's office, where by means 
of more threats they compelled her to sell 50 
shares of the People’s National Bank stock and 
80 shares of the Exchange National Bank stock 
and transfer the proceeds to her husband. A 
deed was made to Roger O’Mara for certain 
property in Greensburg, worth $9,000, which 
was transferred by him to F. E. Hill. Mrs. Hill 
alleges that while at the attorney's office O'Mara 
refused to let her see an attorney, inform- 
ing her that she was still his prisoner. 
She mentioned the names of several Pittsburg 
attorneys she knew by reputation, but O’Mara 
said he did not like them and she could not see 


them. 

In addition to the conspiracy suit a bill in 
equity was filed at Greensburg yesterday in 
which Mary K. Hill is the plaintiff and Frank E. 
Hill defendant. After relating the grievances 
mentioned the complainant asks that Mr. Hill be 
declared a Trustee tor the real estate mentioned, 
and that he be compelled to make a deed to Mrs. 
Hill and also be ordered to return to her such 
sums of money as he received from her, and that 
in the meantime he be restrained from incum- 
bering this property. Roger O’Mara is out of 
the city to-day and could not be seen in refer- 
ence to the case. 





UNION MEN TRIED AND ACQUITTED. 

New-OrR.LEAnNs, March 31.—At the time 
the Daily States discharged its union printers 
and employed imported hands for that purpose, 
abouta year ago,a street difficulty occurred 
between the printers, and the result was the 
arrest of Philip and Eugene Munch, Watt Duffy, 
and John Lagrone, members of the Typograph- 
ical Union, for assault and battery on the non- 
union men who had been brought here from St. 
Louis. They were tried by ajury in the Crimi- 
nal Court and were each sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment and $200 fine, Later, at the parade 
of the Trades Assembly, on Nov. 25, Munch and 
ew appearedin a carriage in the rear of the 

'ypographical Union with a placard bearing 
the inscription, “Fined $600 for being 
union men.” The last Grand Jury pre- 
sented true bills against Joseph H. Con- 
nors, dry goods __ clerk, President of 
the Trades Assembly; Cbris Pungesser, 
President of the Typographical Union, and Will- 
fam Russell, President of the Pressmen’s Union, 
for having **Procured to be published and 
printed a malicious and scandalous libel of and 
concerning the administration of justice in New- 
Orleans, to the joint scandal and reproach of the 
administration of justice in this State and in 
contempt of the statutes of the State.” They 
came up for trial to-day, but the prosecution 
failed to prove any fact connecting the accused 
men with the offensive placard. The Prosecut- 
ing Attorney thereupon abandoned the case and 
the Judge directed the jury to return a_ verdict 
of not guilty.

THE STRIKE AT AN END 


_MR,.POWDERLY’S ‘ORDER: OBEYED ;

THE -MEN“ON THE MISSOURI PACIFIC ‘RATL-’ 
ROAD ORDERED TO RETURN TO WORK 
WITHOUT DELAY. 


Sr, Lovurs, March 81.—The Executive: 
Committee of the Knights of Labor were busily 
engaged in theirsession from 10 o'clock this morn- . 
ing until late in the day making the preliminary 
arrangements for the conference which is 
to be held with Mr. Hoxie upon the arrival of 
the Executive Board. Other important work 
was before them in preparing the way for re- 
sumption of work along the line. About 1 
o’clock this part of the work was completed and 
the order wired to the different assemblies with 
the condition that those who had first responded 
to the call should be first to resume. This last’ 
clause means that Knights must allow sympa- 
thizers, not. members of their order, to fill'vacan- 
cies before the regular strikers claim employ- 
ment, as there will not be room for all to return. 

The quiet way in which resistance was offered 
across the river fortunately obviated the neces- 
sity of calling on armed forces to protect prop- 
erty. The resistance has been none the less ef- 
fective, however, despite its lack of violence. A 
settlement of the difficulties was in all probabul- 
ity brought about by the serving of the follow- 
ing notice to-night on the Superintendents:

The perfect quietness on this side was a great 
relief to the many days of excitement which 
have preceded it, and seems to indicate that the 


men understand that the strike is virtually a 
thing of the past. Gov. Oglesby and Adjt.- 
Gen. Vance, of Illinois, appeared in Kast St. 
Louis to-night, but their services are not re- 
quired either as mediators or as belligerents, as 
all danger is past. 

The Eastern lines will, it is understood, enter 
suits against the State for loss of business. Kan- 
sas City reports trains running regularly with 
little interruption. Severai freights after leav- 
ing for the East were bombarded with 
stones from a bluff near Independence, 
Mo. No one was injured. Govs. Marma- 
duke, of Missouri, and Martin, of 
Kansas, met in Kansas City for a conference this 
morning, but returned home on learning the 
state of affairs from the morning papers. 
Adjt.-Gen. Jamison, of Missouri, was sent 
to Hannibal, where the Missouri Pacific 
employes who only went out on Friday are 
creating greater disturbances than any which 
have been reported from Arkansas or Texas. 
Violence is resorted to and railroad men are 
in fear of their lives. Mr. Hoxie reports that 
160 trains were moved to-day on the Missouri 
Pacific and branches and live stock and perish- 
able freight received at all points. 

The heavy snowstorm to-day kept yards clear 
in East St. Louis, but. the strikers moved their 
outposts down into the various yards, so that 
no trains could be sent out under protection of 
thestorm. The attempt would have been made 
only for the slippery condition of the rails, 
which would have interfered seriously with a 
sudden dash through the besieged district. 


ATOHISON, Kan., March 31.—The work of 
~the masked strikers at the Missouri Pacific 
shops and round house last night was complete, 
and this morning the company was helpless. 
Fifteen engines were disabled; two  pas-: 
senger engines were spared. The shop 
machinery was also disabled, and un-. 
less the missing pieces are _ returned 
the loss will be quite heavy. At noon to-day a 
telegram came from St. Louis ordering the 
strikers back to work pending arbitration. The 
strike was then declared off, and the local com- 
mittee sought Superintendent Fagan and asked 
if the men should report for duty. As the com- 
pany will have no work until the shops can be 
put in shape the answer was in the negative. 


Martoon, IL, March 31.—As a result of 
the labor troubles at East. St. Louis the shop 
employes of the Indianapoles and St. Louis 
Railway in Mattoon have been put on half time. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 31.—The Goy- 
‘erpor has been deluged to-day with telegrams, 
from Hast St. Louis. At noon Adjt.-Gen. Vance 
returned to the city from the scene of the 
troubles, and was in consultation with Gov. 
Oglesby until 4 P. M., when both took the train 
for East St. Louis. A fresh and liberal supply 
of ammunition has been shipped tu all the com- 
panies in the Fifth and Eighth Regiments. These

THE WHEAT OUTLOOK. 


‘HIGHER PRICES EXPECTED TO RULE IN 


THE NORTHWEST. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., March 31.—The outlook 
for higher prices in the Northwest for wheat is 
more encouraging. The enormous receipts at 
this point, which have so long been a bugbear 
to the bulls, have shrunk to very moderate 
proportions. Farmers ‘are selling nothing, 
and stocks are being drawn upon liberally by 
our millers. Shipments to outside mills are quite 
large, and the demand for cash milling wheat 
has been improved very much during the past 
week. The water in the river at Minneapolis is 


now of sufficient volume to enable the mills to 
‘do better work, and the output of flour is now 
about three-fourths of the maximum capacity. 
Receipts of wheat last week were 283,000 bush- 
els, against 578,000 bushels the tcorresponding 
week a year ago, while shipments have been 
about the same. Receipts at Duluth have been 

uite large during the past few days, and this 

act has been used as a great bear argument 
by operators. both here and at 0. 
The sudden influx is acccounted for iy 
the fact that in Dakota assessments 
are made May 1, on the basis of the amount of 
wheat on hand April 1, and the elevator men are 
rushing the wheat to market as fast as possible 
to avoid taxation. This occurs every year, and 
the rush now is nothing new. It will last about 
a@ weex longer. 

The weatner is fine, and in some favored local- 
ities in Southern Dakota and a few — around 
Fargo some seeding has been done. The work is 
by no means general, though with favorable. 
weather seeding in both Minnesota and Dakota 
will be from 10 days to2 weeks earlier than 
last year. The und is dry, and as soon as the 
frost is out of the surface farmers will be 
at work. Itis yet too early to form any cor- 
rect j of the acreage, as farmers have not 
} de to form their plans for the season. The 

our mills have turned out an average of about 
25, barrels every day. Sixteen mulls were 
running early in the week, and at the close 18 
were in operation. The flour market is very 
quiet. There is a fair demand from abroad, 
but at prices which will hardly justify sales.

MANY “INDIANAPOLIS . SUBSCRIBERS~TO BR” 
CUT OFF TO-DAY. 

Inpranaporis, March 31.—According to 
the notification of the officials of the Central 
Union Telephone Company, the exchange serv- 
ice of 477 of its patrons in this city ends to-night. 
This is about half of the total number of sub- 
scribers here,and there is much anxiety to know 
what the morrow will really bring forth. All 
along the belief has been well-nigh unanimous 
that the company would not abandon the fleld 
bere, but so far nothing has been said by the 
telephone people to indicate any other inten- 
tion. :The contracts of the remaining subscribers 
terminate on June 30, and several notices have 


been served upon the officials by tnose whose 
contracts expire to-day thatan attempt to re- 
move their instruments will be resisted, on the 
ground that they are entitled to service as long 
as the exchange is operated, despite the letter 
of, their contracts. he purpose of the local 
organization referred to yesterday is under- 
stood to contemplate a turning over to tke pa- 
trons of the plant in this city, to be operated by 
them and the expenses assessed pro rata among 
them. It is estimated by the gentlemen having 
the matter in charge that the service thus ren- 
dered would cost about $4 per month, not in- 
cluding wear and tearand interest on plant. The 
company suggest 10 per cent, on their invest- 
ment in case this arrangement should be carried 
out, but have not yet indicated their intention 
of accepting or declining the offer. The only 
objection to this plan is that under the law any 
one can demand telephone service at $3 per 
month. In the meantime the city is filling up 
with representatives of other inventions who 
want to serve the city. The Southern Telephone 
Company, of Little Rock, Ark., will ask for the 
privilege or establishing an exchange, as .will 
also the Brower Telephone Company. , 

There were important developments to-day 
‘respecting the Cushman epeen. For the first 
time evidence is made public tending to show 
tnat S. D. Cushman, of New-Lisbon, Obio, in- 
vented and used a telephone at least 10 years be- 
fore Bell took out his patents. Mr. Cushman 
himself is in the city. e has for many months 
been collecting evidence to establish that he bad 
in practical operation telepbones in 1863. Affiz 
duvits show that Mr. Cushman—who, by the 
way, is the inventor of the fire alarm telegraph 
and who isan electrician of note—invented a 
receiver similar to the one invented by Belli in 
18765 in 185]. He says he is able to establish prior- 
ity of invention and, therefore, to nullify the 
Bell patent. The Cushman invention is 
owned by the American Cushman Telephone 
Company, and its aim has_ been, if 
possible, to provoke a suit against itself on the 
part of the 41 Company. It is claimed that 
several instruments have been opereted by the 
Cushman Company, but the Bell Company has 
made no effort to enjoin it. If the Cushman 
Company is granted permission-it will establish 
an exchange, and in case of an injunction on 
the part of the Bell Company it expects to be 
able to establish the fact that the Cushman tele- 
phones were in use as far back as 1863. The 
Cushman is the company which has asked the 
came to grant privilege to string wires in this 
city.

T. C. Minor, Democrats,.as Police-Commissioners 
under the new law providing for a non-paftisan 
police force tor the city of Cincinnati. The law 
vests the appointing power in the Mayor, all 
appointments to be approved by the Commis- 
sioners. The power to remove is in the Commis- 
sioners, but can be exercised only for cause. 
Members of the present force who desire to con- 
tinue in the police service must make applica- 
tion for appointment in reguiar form and 
submit to the required _ tests. It is 
estimated that not more than one-third 
of the present force can pass examination 
as to character alone. A non-partisan force will 
make fair elections possible, which is the great 
end thatit is sought to attain under the new 
law. Democrats who are not of the McLean 
ring heartily approve of the measure, and the 
ring were compelled by public sentiment to, 
withdraw their opposition toit. They are say- 
ing to-night that Minor and Dodds are not Dem- 
ocrats, and they will favor a repeal of the act 
whenever qpncesneey otters. The trouble with 
Minor and Dodds is that they have publicly pro- 
tested against fruuds atthe polls. ‘This is the 
only taint upon their Democracy. Mayor Smith, 
who, naving the appointing power, is the im- 
portant personage under the new law, is a Re- 
publican. 





MR. THRASHER VINDICATED. 

New-HAven, Conn., March 31.—The 
committee, consisting of the Rev. Newman 
Smyth, the Rev. Thomas S. Samson, and ex- 
Judge Luzon B. Morris, who have been investi-~ 
gating the charges brought against Superin- 
tendent Samuel P. Thrasher, of the Seamen’s 
Bethel, to-day made their report to the Ladies’ 
Seamen’s Friend Society, which manages the 
bethel. Thrasher was charged with a variety of 
offenses, including abusing sailors, profanity, 
and borrowing money without intending to pay 
it back. The ayahg which was reported in 
THE TIMES, was the liveliest affair of the kind 
ever held in New-Haven. The committee find 
that Mr. Thrasher not only is irnocent of the 
charges brought against nim, but that the accu- 


sations were trivial and without foundation, and 


should never have been brought, and, moreover, 
that now he has passed through the fire, Thrash-

‘THUMPING ON THE SAND 


—— 

“THE STEAMER EUROPA ASHORE 
AT QUOGUEF, LONG ISLAND. 
‘OUT OF HER COURSE IN THE FOG—THR 
CREW SAVED AND THE VESSEL NOT IN 

A DANGEROUS POSITION. 

Quoeur, Long Island, March 31,—The 
fron steamer Europa, of Carr’s Direct Hamburg 
Line, went ashore about a mile to the eastward 
of the Quogue Life-saving Station, at 11:30 
o’clock last night, She struck the bar almost 
broadside on, but was quickly swung around by 
asoutheast wind, and by the force of the blast 
and the efforts of her engines was driven head 
on. The night was pitch dark and the fogso 
thick that when a rocket was fired itaexpjosion 
was not visible on shore. The steamer’s perilous 
condition was-discovered by Peter R. Hallock,of 
the life-saving station. He was patrolling the 
beach, when he heard her whistles. Heran to 


the station, a mile off, and informed Capt. Silas 
E. Jessup, keeper of the station, that a steamer 
was ashore. n 15 minutes the surfboat was 
launched by Capt. Jessup, Charles Herman, Eck- 
ford Culver, Frank E. Turner, Fred Gunther, 
David K. Griffin, and Peter R. Hallock. The 
boat was within a few feet of thesteamer before 
the latter was discovered. 

Capt. Jessup clambered on board. He-found 
the crew and Captain wondering where they 
were. Capt. Kessai, of the Europa, said he had 
been unable to take an observation for two days 
on account of thick weather. He left Hamburg 
on March 13, with a cargo of 1,200 tons of sugar 
and 188 barrels of American whisky, which be 
was bringing back to be again bonded, He was 
just about to throw the lead when his vessel 
struck, Second Mate Elling was in charge.. 
Though it was so dark that nothing of the sur- 
roundings could be seen, an effort was made to 
get the ateame? off. The effort was unsuccess- 
sul,and tien the engines were driven at top speed 
to drive her harder aground. When Capt. Kes- 
sal found he was within 400 yards of the shore, 
and that bis vessel was not in danger of break- 
ing up unless the wind increased, be decided to, 
remain aboara with the crew until morningat 


least. 

Second Mate Elling was ordered ashore to: 
notify the agents of the steamer, Phelps & 
Brothers, of New-York, ot the situation. The 
surfboat met with a mishap on the return. When 
near shore a sea rode completely over her, and 
washed every man overboard. It was so dark: 
that Capt. Jessup couldn’t see the advancing 
roller. Fortunately every man reached the shore. 

At 8 o'clock this morning Capt. Jessup sig- 
naled the Europa’s crew to haul on the line he 
had left aboard last night. The crew did not 
understand the signals,.and it was found neces- 
sary to use a mortar. The attempt to fire a 
heavy line to the steamer failed, but the fourth 
shot carried alight line aboard. Then the haw- 
ser was hauled aboard and made fast to the 
foretopmast. The anchor to which the shore 
end of the hawser was fastened was sunk at high 
water mark. The wind increased in velocity 
this morning, and the roar of the surf 
could be heard for more than a _ mile 
inland, The vessel had gone ashore 
at ebb tide, but when the-tide rose the sea tossed 
the big vessel up.and down at the bow as if she. 
wereadory. Thecrew of the life-saving station’ 
could hear the sound as she thumpedethe sand. 
Capt. Kessal thought the time had arrived to get 
on shore, and so he and his men were taken off, 
There was four feet of water in the after com- 
partment. The steamer has but two St ge 
ments, and the battering of the waves had loos- 
ened the stern frames and allowed the water to 
trickle through a number of places. At high 
water the force of the waves moved the steamer 
shoreward, and to-night her sternis fast on the 
‘inner side of the bar, while her bow swings clear. 

Capt. Kessal and crew have been taken care 
of by Capt. Jessup. To-morrow the crew will 
be sunt to New-York. Capt. Kessal. his mate 
and three engineers will remain until an effor 
has been made to get the steamer off. The tug 
Rescue, which was to come to her assistance to- 
day, is still at Fire Island, and willremain there 
until the weather becomes clear. There is vo 
shelter closer than Montauk Point. There is 
from 8 to 16 feet of water on the bar, plenty for 
lighters. The steamerjcannot be moved until a 
cargo has been taken out. Messrs. Bishop, of th 
Merritt Wrecking Company; Salter, of the New- 
York Marine Underwriters, and Van Progg, for 
Phelps & Co., are at Quogue inthe interests 
of their respective employers. The general 
opinion is that the steamer will not go to pieces 

‘unless the storm lasts for days. 

The Europa is an iron boat, and was built at 
New-Castle in December, 1879, for Edward Carr, 
She is 260 feet Jong, 34 feet broad, and 22 feet in 
depth. Her net tonnage is 1,003,and the gross 
tonnage 1,533, She is rated in the American 
Lioyds as Al, is valued at $150,000, and is fully 
insured, Capt. Kessal, her commander, has beer 
in the service of the Carr Lire fora good many 
years, and has been considered a careful and re- 
Hable sailor. The Sr in her cargo is consigned 
to the order of F. O, Matthiessen, Wiechers & 
Co,, sugar refiners, at No. 106 Wall-street. It ig 
valued at $75,000 and is fully insured. The 
whisky is consigned to Oscar O. Friedlander & 
Co. Besides the vessel has on board cioverseed, 
glass. china ana earthen ware, cotton hosiery, 

ardware, paper ware, &c., consigned to order.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 31.—In ita 
weekly review of flour production the North- 
western Miller of Friday will say: ‘“‘The mills 
now have almost as much water as they can use, 
and show greater activity than for along time. 
Kignteen recorded their output last week the 
largest since November. The production forthe 
week ending Saturday was 123,400 barrels, aver- 
aging 20,500 daily, against 9),000 the preceding 
week and 83,100 for the corresponding time ip 
1885. "This week the millsoccupy about the same 
position as they did a week ago. Eighteen, with 
&@ running capacity of 26,000; barrels, are produ- 
cing 21,500 barrels. The last engine bas been shut 
down, ana every body is now depending on water- 
power, though some are not quite able to rum 
full motion. The flour market is quiet, with 
some inquiry from abroad at lower prices. Do- 
mestic trade is dull. The mills are working 
mostly on orders taken some time ago. The 
greater number have enough to keep them in 
motion two or three weeks, Flour shipments 
Jast week were 125,187 barrels; wheat, 86,” 
bushels; mill stuff, 3,026 tons. Receipts of wheat 
for the week, 311,360 bushels; in store hera, 5,317,- 
883 bushels; at Dututh, 6,179,486 bushels; at St 
Paul, 1,047,000 bushels.”

GOV. HILL AS A DEMAGOGUE 


—_—_e———— 
HIS PARTISAN PURPOSES FULLY 
EXPOSED IN THE SENATE. 

THE RAILROAD BILLS FAVORABLY REPORT- 
ED AND A HOT DEBATE ON THE GOVERN- 
OR’S REMARKABLE “‘ PROCLAMATION.” 

ALBANY, March 31.—The Broadway Rail- 
road Investigating Committee reported its four 
bills favorably to the Senate to-day, and they 
were madea special order for next Tuesday. 

The only one of the seven committeemen who 

dissented from the report was Henry C. Nelson, 

Democrat, of Westchester County. In the dis- 

cussion that followed the presentation of the re- 

port it was made plain for the second time with- 
in 10 days that the Democratic view of this 

Aldermanic fraud prevailing hereabout is 

that it must be utilized in every pos- 

sible way for creating capital, how- 
ever small, for the party or somebody 
init. The first time that this disposition was 


manifested was in the Governor’s unprecedent- 
ed messa eto the Legislature after signing the 
Cantor bill. Men smiled at the Governor's 
happy faculty of getting into the saddle and 
cantering weil tothe front after he was fully 
satisfied that the procession was a popular one 
and that there was no doubt about its being 
well in motion. 

This idea was wel! pictured to-day by Senator 
Pitts after Senator Murphy had accidentally dis- 
closed to the rest of the Senate the part that 
Gov. Hill expected him and his Democratic as- 
sociates to play. So completely did he puncture 
the pretense of the Democratic Senators that 
they were zealously interested in the welfare of 
the public, that they were its sole’ guardians in 
fact, that they retreated, and did not even press 
to a vote their motion to take immediate action 
upon the committee's bills. 

That these bills will pass the Senate and the 
Assembly there is littie or no doubt. It is 
quite certain that no demagogic appeais are 
going to basten the current of events. It 
has never yet happened that the report 
of a legislative iuvestigating committee 
was xcted upon without being discussed by the 
whole Hou-e, and no exception will be taken in 
this case. It was to give the fullest opportunity 
for such a discussion that Senator Low, in pre- 
senting the report of his committee, asked that 
it be made a special order for next Tuesday. 
Senator Murphy promptly followed out the pro- 
gramme arranged by Gov. Hill. 

“T move to make it to-morrow night,” said he. 
*] think speedy action is necessary upon these 
measures. At ieast five or six of the New-York 
Senators think the same thing. I don’t see how 
any Democrat can object to the passage of the 
bills in the tace of the proclamation of the Govy- 
ernor.’ 

Senator Low explained that the committee 
must be in New-York to-morrow night in order 
to atrend the inve<tigati non Friday. The com- 
mittee, he said, with emphasis, was quite as anx- 
ious as Senatur Murphy or anybody else for an 
early disposition of the bills. 

Senator Traphagen spoke the second piece on 
the Democratic programme. * What is the need 
of further investigation by the committee?” he 
asked, with well feigned surprise. “Has it not 
accomplished the object of its appointment in 
the preparation of these bills? Let us bave no 
aclay in this matter.” 

Senator Pitts, who will not only vote for the 
bills but wil! also make an argument insupport 
of them, reminded his associates that the Chair- 
man of the committee, who was responsible for 
the conduct of the investigation, bad asked that 
Tuesday next beset apart for consideration of 
the bills. They were, be added, the most _im- 
portant that would come before the Leg- 
isiature this Winter. If there was any 
extraordinary emergency demanding imme- 
diate action then Senator Murphy’s prop- 
osition might be accepted. ‘“‘What do we 
see?” he asked, pointing to Senators Murphy 
and Traphagen, who were laughing on the oppo- 
gite side of the chamber. “All at once the two 
Senators are seized with the idea that we must 
have extraordinary haste, and the party whip 
is cracked’ as if this was a political measure. 
The Senator from the Fifth [Mr. Murphy] refers 
to the Governor's ‘proclamation.’ What does 
he mean ? I don’t know of any * proclama- 
tion.’ . 

Senator Murphy now realized that he had 
Bnapped the whip atan unfortunate moment. 
“Any official measure like that of the Gov- 
ernor’s I call a *prociamation,’*’ he replied des- 
perately. *“*I might have used the word ‘ mes- 
sace,’ but I purposely did not. Any message 
from the Governor is a *proci@mation.’” The 
further he went the deeper he blundered and he 
stopped. 

“Yes,” injected Senator Comstock, (Repub- 
lican,) sarcastically, “it is more properly desig- 
nated a proclamation.” 


“Oh!” exclaimed Senator Pitts, with a smile, “I 
stand correctea It probably was addressed to the 
people of the state, but the facts are that one of the 
important committees of the Senate while it was en- 
gagedin investigating this question, while there bills 
which it had prepared were having a hearing, the Gov- 
ernor issues a proclamation. While l agree in con- 
sidering thatthe matter of it is sound and right. that 
the principles he announces are correct, I say it was 
such a message as no Governor properly has the 
right to address to a legislative body which has 
a subject under consideration, and before it has con- 
cluded its inquiry. Kecause, from the beginning to 
the end of this subject there has be: n no hesitancy 
on the part of this committee or on the part of the 
Senate to deal with these questions fairiy. and at the 
very earliest possible moment. This attempt to make 
a political question of it or to get a little political ad- 
vantage out of it.eit:.er by the issuing of proclama- 
tions to the people or sending messages to the l.egis- 
Jature'vpon the subject which they are engaged in 
investigating, where there has been no evidence 
whatever that they are trifling with it, or that they 
are untrue tothe subject that hus been confided to 
them—I say it is simple demuagogery and an attempt 
to obtain political capital which is unfair and unmanly, 
even if it comes from the Executive of the state or 
claimed by the Senator from the Fifth [Mr. Murpby.] 
I am in favor of the motion of the Senator from the 
Thirteenth (Mr. Low} to take up these bills 
in order and to consider them in our own 
time and pass them and send them to the 
Governor. He may approve them if he desires. He 
may veto them, and he canthen send to us his mes- 
sage. But this attempt to dea! with this question, 
which has no politics in it whatever, which isto deal 
with a great subject and great interests and great 
rights, and make pulitical capital out of it. ts unfuir 
and beneath the position of Senators; because I do 
know that Democrats around this circle have ex- 
pressed the opinion that that message that was sent to 
us by the Governor, conceding the soundness of his 
position, wus not warranted or justified by good taste.” 


Senator Worth said that this whole matter 
affected one political party as well as the other. 
It was unfair for any Senator to make political 
capital out of such a question as this, puarticu- 
larly as the attempt was calculated to reflect 
upon the acts of conscientious men. Sen- 
ator Daly felt impelled to come _ to 
the Governor’s defense, and this he did by cit- 
ing the uction of Goy. Tilden in the canal 
frauds. That, however, was a case in which ac- 
tion originated with the Governor, and it did 
not go very far toward removing the idea 
that the present Governor has been pos- 
sessed of tbe demagovue’s spirit within 
a fortnight. Senator Reilly, a Democratic 
member of the investigating committee, con- 
firmed Chairman Low’s statement as to the neces- 
sity of the committee’s going to New-York to- 

- morrow night, Senator Murphy protested that 
be had no thought of politics. He withdrew his 
motion foran yeaand nay vote on his amend- 
ment fixing to-morrow night. Senator Pitts 
would not let him off after his denial about 
politics. Said he: 


“I think that che Senator from the Seventh [Mr. 
Daly] in attempting to defend the action which was 
precipitated on the Senate by the motion of the Sena- 
tor from the Fifth [Mr. Murphy] was unfortunate. I 
did not say that the Governor was a dema- 
gogue. I had nv such intentions. I said that 
this action here, claiming that the proclama- 
tion was issued by the Governor and then 
appesling to Democrats to vote for this motion, was 
demugogy: this . attempt to hasten action. I do 
say. and with all respect for the Governor, because I 
have a persona! respect for him and the great. office he 
holda, and desire to see him do well..but I do say that 
the Senator from the Seventh [Mr. Daly} did not 
answer the question which IL propounded to 
him—upon a matter which was being investigated 
by the Senate, by an honorable and honest com- 
mittee, in entire good faith where they had perfected 
measures and introduced them into this body, which at 
their own request had been recommitted for further 
evidence and for further action—if he thought it was 
proper or within the duties of tne Executive to send a 
message to this body, on the subject, upon & measure 
which wus entirely foreign tothese bills, urging and 
advising what action we should take?”

I say, conceding the soundness of the position 
which he took in the message, that it was 
trenching upon the mghts of the Senate. In, his

The railroad 
compaiies must keep books of accounts 
which shall be open to ‘the inspection o 
the. authofities at all times. ailure to 
pay to tre city or village the prescribed 
rental money involves the forfeiture of 
the franchise, which will be sold over again. 
The fourth bill, which has undergone no. mate- 
rial changes, provides that the Veto of the Mayor 
cannot be overridden by the Aldermen, except 
in cases were the consent to the = con- 
struction of the railroad of the owners 
of one-half the value of the property along the 
route has been obtained. 

Senator Griswold, wearied by the delay of the 
Finance Committee in taking some definite 
action upon his bill fabolishing the fees of 
the Health Officer of the Port of New-York, 
sought to drag it out of the committee's 
keeping to-day. He introduced the bill, he 
suid, on the 9th of February. His constituency 
wanted something done with it. The Chairman 
ot the Finance Committee, Mr. Sloan, sympa- 
thized with Mr. Griswoid and said ne wouid 
favor his motion. He desired it to be under- 
stood that there had been yreat difficulty always 
in getting a quorum of the committee together 
to act upon the bill. The Senators woo are 
conspicuous fur the size and finish of tae 
brass dog collars worn by them and labeled 
“Tom Platt’s property,” seized this oppurtunity 
to bark at the bill and bite at the heels of its 
advocates. Senator Low alleged with ereat 
vehemence that the bill would fasten from 
$25.00 to $59,000 upon the State's taxpayers. 
There were so Muny otherand more important 
bills before the Legislature that it was a waste of 
time, be thought, to consider. such a bill. 

Senator Fassett proved the truth of Senator 

Coggeshall’s recent public declaration that he 
could talk more and say jess ‘han any man 
in the Legislature by foaming furiously 
at Senator Sloan because that gentleman 
had espoused the cause of Mr. Griswold. 
He hinted at some terrible disclosures 
that would be made if the bill ever came be!ore 
the Senate. This bit of biuff provoked Mr. Sloan 
toinvite him to make all the revelations he 
cared to. ** For my part,” said he, “I in- 
vite any disclosures you may care to 
make.” Mr. Fassett is suffering from 
a bad attack of newspaper-phobia now- 
adays. He never makes a speech uniess he 
criticises the newspapers. and ft is a very un- 
common day when be inakes !ess than 12 spurts. 
He did it to-day, ana THE TIMeEs and all the 
other newspapers that believe in breaking up 
the Quarantine ring received their usual meas- 
ure of attention from the Senator. 
* Senator Pitts suggested that the Finance Com- 
mitte reporta biliso reducing the fees of the 
Health Officer as to leave bim an annual com- 
pensation of about $15,000. It was the policy of 
the State to reduce fees, he said. No public offi- 
cer ought to be permitted to receive as annual 
compensation any stich extraordinary sum as 
$25,000 or $27,000. He would have no public offi- 
cer receive such a compensation that, either by 
voluntary or forced contributions, he could take 
part in debauching the voters of the State, what- 
ever his party. 

After the fire of the Piatt men had been 
crawn and they had made a sufficient exhibition 
of their desire to protect the Quarantine Ring, 
the whole subject was tabled. It will come 
again, and Mr. Fassett should waste no time in 
preparing his awful disclosures about the 
wicked men “who are behind” the Brooklyn 
Senator and his bill. 

Trickery is becoming altogether too conspic- 
uous in the proceedings of the Assembly. That 
body refused to-day, by a very decided vote. to 
take upand pass out of its regular order the 
Cullen bill, increasing the salaries of the New- 
York Folice Captains to $2,750. The bill was 
kissed through the Senate, and no note was 
taken of the declaration that it fastens anru- 
ally about $25,000 upon the struggling taxpayers 
of the metropolis. Mr. Cantor having failed to 
secure the consent of the House, Mr. McClelland, 
of Westchester, tried his hand. The members 
will be certain to learn all about every mo- 
tion which that gentleman may make in 
the future. None of them ever supposed 
that it was the Police Captain bill 
tbat he moved, half audibly, to read. The 
Speaker snapped the motion. through, and the 
next that the never overintelligent House 
knew the Clerk was reading the bill. This bit of 
deceit nettled the House, and when Mr. 
Lindsay, in truly Brooklyn style, began 
to make an _ =uproar, he was rapped 
down and told that he was out of 
order. Mr. Hamilton contributed nothing to 
the popularity of the bill by calling for the gag 
after he had said that the Police Commissioners 
believed this to be a righteous measure. The 
House refused to be gagged, and the opposition 
to the measure was given fuil swiug. 

Mr. Lindsay cited the case or Capt. Ryan and 
his detective, who were caught in the act of 
blackmailing and, instead of jbeing dismissed 
from the force, were simply transferred to an 
up-town district. He wanted to know if 
such men were to be further punished 

having their pay increased. Mr. Me- 
Cann, of Brooklyn, opposed any increase, 
saying that if an increase was made anywhere it 
should be to the salaries of the men at the bot- 
tom of the ladder and not those ontop. Mr. 
Ainsworth, of Oswego, came to the relief of the 
New-York taxpayers. He believed that the lat- 
ter were crying out for protection from just 
such additions to their burdens as this. He said 
he had heard of Captains who retired in the pos- 
session of yachts and farms and bank accounts, 
but who had joined the Police Department as 
poor men, 

Because none of the New-York members 
would say that this increase was not exactly 
just to the taxpayers Mr. Erwin took it for 
granted that the bill must be demanded, and: he 
said a good word for it and forthe police. Mr. 
Cantor advocated the cause of the Captains vig- 
orously. The bill was finally passed by a vote of 
84 to 24. 

A procession: of Tammany braves, looking as 
cheerless as the lust roses of a season, in- 
vaded the Senate Judiciary Committee’s rooms 
this afternoon. Such of them as were 
gifted with great chin power protested 
against the civil service law any ilong- 
er littering up the _ statute books. Of 
course the committee will pay no more atten- 
tion to them than they would to the Albany 
breezes. 1n the unique procession were Ex-Sen- 
ator Thomas F. Grady, Gen. Spinola, Bourke 
Cockran, C. A. B. Reilly, Morgan J. O’Brien, 
Richard Croker, and Senators Plunkitt, Reilly, 
and Cullen. Tammany will not cut much ofa 
figure in this Legislature. 





SOCIALISTS AS INCENDIARIES. 

. Boston, Mass., March 31.—Benjamin R. 
Tucker, editor of the Anarchist paper Liberty, 
exposes in his paper to-day what he calls 
““agangof criminals,” among the followers of 
John Most. Mr. Tucker asserts that for nearly 
two years many of the most active members of 
the German group of the International Work- 
ing People’s Association and cf the Social 
Revolutionary Club, both of New-York City, 
have been swindiine insurance companies by 1n- 
suring buildings and stocks far in excess of their 
value, secretly removing the goods, firing the 
buildings, swearing to heavy losses, and obtain- 
ing compensation therefor. The device usually 
employed has been the explosion of a kerosene 
lamp. Twenty fires were set in 1885, and six 
have occurred this year. Incne of the 1885 fires 
a woman and two children were burned to death. 
The guilty parties are now serving life sentences. 
The gang spends its prodts in riotous living, and 
its members commit unblushing perjury in each 
other's defense. The facts are well known to 
German Socialists, but seem to escape the at- 
tention of the police. John Most has nothing to 
do with originating the plots, and for a long 
time was ignorant of their existence. -On learn- 
ing of them, however, he refused to repudiate 
the perpetrators, and still retains some of the 
worst of them as his right-band men. 





NO EPIDEMIC IN JOHNSTOWN. 
JOHNSTOWN, N. Y., March 31.—Dr. Frank 
Beebe, speaking of the report sent from Am- 
sterdam by aspecial correspondent to some of 


the New-York morning papers that a mysterious 
epidemic was raging in this village, states that 
there is “no fatal epidemic of any kind in Johns- 
town, Fulton County, N. Y. e have a number 
of cases of mild fever with follicular tonsilitis, 
but no deaths from the disease have occurred, 
and it is perfectly amenable to treatment. We 
have not been obliged to cal! for assistance from 
any outside town. Dr. Burdick, our Healtiy 
Officer, has telegraphed to the same effect to Dr. 
y Sees of Albany, of the State Board of 
ealth. 





INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC. 
PirTsBURG, March 31.--The Convention 
of Anti-Instrumentalists of tne United Presby- 
terian Church adjourned to-night after adopt- 
ing a declaration of principles. The paper de- 
nounced the use of instrumental musie in the 
church services, asserting that it was an un- 
lawful intruder and disturber of the peace of the 
church. It further declared that its authori- 
tative exciusion from services by the next Gen- 
eral Assembly is essential to a settlement of the 
difficulty which for years has agitated the 
church, and that a refusal to comply with the 
request of this convention would place the 
Protestauts under the painful necessity of 
choosing between obedience to the authority of 

Christ and acquiescence in such refusal,

SEEKING HIS RUNAWAY WIFE. 


A WOMAN DESERTS HER HUSBAND FOR A 
MARRIED MAN. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 31.—A heart- 
broken man appeared at the District Attorney’s 
office yesterday. to ask the assistance of that 
official in recovering a runaway wife. He gave 
his name as John Fisher, and said he had been 
living fora year or more asa tenant on the 
farm of William Leonard,a rich farmer in the 
town of Lake. Fisher said he was 36 years of 
age, and his wife was four years younger, They 
had been married 11 years and had three chil- 
dren. Although his wife was a handsome woman 


he did not suspect anything wrong between her 
and Leonard. ‘* Five weeks ayo,” said Fisher, 
“my wife left fora visit to her stepmother in 
Ashland, and in order for‘her to mxke the trip I 
procured ber a round-trip ticket, besides piv- 
ing “her a liberal supply of spending 
money. She promised to be back in. two 
weeks. Three weeks ago to-morrow, or 
about the time my wife was expected home, 
Leonard suddenly disappeared. Before his 
departure he sold his farm for $5.000 and sent 
his wife and two children to Michigan, where 
Mrs. Leonard's folks live. As my wife didn’t re- 
turn I wrote to Ashiand making inquiries, and 
received information that Leonard had gone 
directly to Ashland and taken Mrs, Fisher away 
with him. Her relatives there were told that the 
couple had returned to Milwaukee County. I 
have never seen either of them since, and am 
convinced that the affair was planned before m 
wife left home and while I was away at work. 
have no idea where the runaways bave gone, 
and do not expect toever see them again. My 
wife andI always lived happily until Leonard 
came between us and won her affections.” 

Both families are well known in Milwaukee, 
where the sensation created by the elopement is 
almost as great asin the immediate neighbor- 
hood where they resided. 





NEGATIVE SIGNS OF RABIES.

Mrs. Neall, the wife of the Newark 
poundkeeper who died Wednesday night of 
hydrophobia, consented to allow a post-mortem 
examination of the remains.to be made, and the 
necessary operation was performed yesterday 
afternoon. Dr. Bradin, Herold, and Wallace, of 
Newark, and Dr. Biggs, of New-York, were 


present. The body presented a peculiar appear- 
ance. In some places it was livid and in others 
dark. The face, darker than the rest of the 
body, was somewhat swollen. Tbe wound 
made by the dog’s teeth on the wrist was dark 
red and angry looking. The spinai cord was 
taken out, and the buse of the brain was ex- 
posed to view. Both were found to be badly in- 
flamed, but beyond saying that the physicians 
refused to make any statement. They said they 
had promised the dead man’s family not to re- 
veal the results of the examination. One of the 
physicians said, however, that the negative 
sym — of hydrophobia were especially 
marked. 

The funeral will be held at 1 o'clock to-mor- 
row. The Rey. Mr. Barbour, of the North Re- 
formed Church, will conduct the services, and 
the burial will be in the Caldwell Cemetery. 
Sunseriptions were started in Newark yester- 
day forthe relief of the family. Sheriff Brown 
headed the list with a contribution of $30.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

The store of Jones Brothers, dealers in 
general merchandise at Shade Gap, Penn., was 
burned yesterday morning. Loss, $3,759; insur- 
ance, $500. The fire was of incendiary origin, 


Fire destroyed the grocery store of 
John Eggers at Malbone-street and Nostrand- 
avenue, Flatbush, Long Island, yesterday. The 
loss is estimated at $2,500; insurance, $1,000. 





AN INCENDIARY HUNTED DOWN. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 31.—On Sat- 
urday evening last Robert J. Patterson, a tin 
peddier living in this village, took an old gray 
horse belonging to his father, who is also a ped- 
dler, and mounting it rode off in the direction of 


Noah Gregory's farm, on the Van Burenville 
road. Late Saturday night a large barn on 
Gregory’s farm was discovered in flames. The 
barn and another one adjoining it were burned 
to the ground with nearly all their contents, in- 
cluding several valuable horses and cows. One 
of the horses was a blooded animal greatly 
prized by the owner. -Gregory'’s residence was 
saved only by the greatest efforts of the neigh- 
boring farmers. When the fire was discovered 
the tracks of a horse in the snow that had tallen 
during the evening were seen leading away 
from the barn to the road in the direc- 
tion of Middletown. Suspecting that the 
fire was the work of an incendiary 
Gregory and others followed the track. They 
traced itin a roundabout way toe Middletown, 
where they employed two officers to accompany 
them. The horse’s trail was kept with difficulty 
through several! streets of the village, but finally 
struck out toward the outskirts and led to a 
barn used by William Patterson, father of 
Robert. 

Gregory and the officers entered the barn. In 
one of the stalls stood Gregory’s highly prized 
horse, which he had supposed was burned with 
the others. The officers searched the barn and 
found Robert Patterson lying on a beam near 
the roof. He was taken into custody. He was 
already under suspicion of having fired a cheese- 
box factory, which was recently burned near 
this village, and a barn near Burlingham. It 1s 
supposed that Patterson removed Greyory’s val- 
uable borse from the barn, and, placing the 
worthless gray horse in the other's stall, had set 
fire to the barn to hide the theft. He has been 
held for the action of the Grand Jury.

seen. Mr. Carruthers asserts positively that 
Hebert has not taken a cent of money that did 
not belong to him. Miss Laura Muller, a young 
woman engaged as a bvokkeeper by G. W.

Speakers who 
understand the subject will explain how the law 
has been disregarded and how the reported out- 
rages were impelled only by wanton cruelty 
and jealous hatred. The memorial recites that 
members of the union have found the Chinese 
peaceful and eager to put themselves in har- 
mony with their surroundings, and that they 
are entitled to protection. Measures to this end 
are urged upon Congres:, together with a spe- 
cial request for prompt indemnity for the vio- 
lence suffered by the Chinese at Rock Springs.

LOCAL LABOR TROUBLES. :

END OF THE CLOAKMAKERS’ STRIKE—A 
WARNING FROM JUDGE DUFFY. 

Secretary D. W. Richman, of the Cloak 
Manufaciurers’ Association, notified the strikers 
yesterday that the as:ociation could not comply 
with their request to abolish the contract sys- 
tem either at once oron July 15, but informed 
them that they could return to work on the old 
térms, and that neither membership in the 
union, nor the fact that they had been on strike 
should operate against them. Two hours after- 
ward a committee of the cloakmakers, headed 
by Chairman M. Weiss, waited on tne Secretary 
and informed him that they had decided to re« 
turn to work to-day. Numbers of them imme- 
diately went to their places in the factories and 
the rest are expected to resume this morning. 
At 6 o'clock last evening a mass. meeting of the 


cloakmakers was held at No. 167 E:st Broadway, 
pursuant to a call issued by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Independent Cloakmakers’ Union, 
and A. D. Cohen took the chair. The meeting 
was intended to be one of ratification of the 
action of thecommittee, but it was very disor- 
derly, and no action could be taken, For over an 
hour the Chairman tried to bring the meeting to 
order, but without success. Several fights oc- 
curred, and Mr. Cohen finally adjourned the 
meeting. 

At No. 86 Orchard-street a conference was held 
between the clonkmakers and the contractors 
who have been doing the work given out by the 
firms belonging to the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. An agreement was made whereby no 
work will hereafter be aone for any contractor. 
owning or using less than five sewing machines, 
which stipulation practically excludes all tene- 
ment house work. The Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation yesterday decided not to employ any con- 
tractor whose premises they have not found by 
personal inspection to well ventilated 
and wholesome, and whose workpeonle 
are not paid suitable wages A _ request 
made by the cloakmakers, that walking dele- 
wates be allowed to visit each factory, was re- 
ceived by Secretary Richman, and he promised 
to lay the matter before the association. 

A Jack of funds, imperfect organization, and 
the defection of the cuttersand buttonholemak- 
ers led to the collapse of the cloakmakers’ strike, 
One of their officers said yesterday that they 
would perfect their organization and levy assess- 
ments dur ng the Spring and Summer, and put 
themselves in preparation for a decisive struggle 
when the busy season comes in the Fall, 

The Central Labor Union held a special meet- 
ing last evening, at which a committee which 
had been appointed to act with the Cloakmakers’ 
Union in their difficnity with the manufactur- 
ers, reported that persons outside of the union 
had offered great obstacles, and had prevented 
manufacturers and the Central Labor Union 
from coming to an understanding. The meet- 
ing thereupon decided that the committee 
should to-day treat directly with the manufact- 
urers, and that, any agreement which may: be 
made shall be binding on the Cloakmakers’ 
Unicon, inasmuch as it had invoked the inter- 
ference of the Central Labor Union, 

Tailors, Cloukmakers, buttonholemakers, 
members and friends of the Cloak Operators’ 
Union, swarmed into the Essex Market Police 
Court vesterday afternoon. A number of cases 
relating to the cloakmakers’ strike were brought 
before Justice Duffy. Charles Katzenstein, an 
expressman employed by many of the leading 
manufacturers, appeared aguinst Adolph D, 
Cohen, the President of the Cloak Operators’ 
Union, and two members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, Abrabam Fox and Ignatius Levy, charg- 
ing them with extorting money from him and 
issuing a boycott to the injury of his business, 
and threatening to stop his wagons. Katzen- 
stein claimed that the men bad blackmailed bim 
for ,and that he had compromised with 
them for $100, for which he exhibited a re- 
ceipt, and that: then they had made a further 
demand for $1,000, in default of which they 
had persuaded tne Manhattan Cloak and Suit 
Company, of No. 807 Canal-street, to cease em- 
ploying Katzenstein before they woulda permit 
their operators to return to work. The certified 
statement of the company was exhibited as evi- 
dence. Gustay Rothenberg, an employe of 
the company, testified that Katzenstein had 
a contract for a year to carry the goods 
from the warehouse to the contractors 
and back, and Max Bonwit, also of the 
firm, told how the men refused to take 
work until Katzenstein was discharged, but said 
that one of the operators came to him a day or 
two ago and told him that everything was set- 
tled. Gustav Swinstein, the superintendent of 
the firm of Polaski & Staadiker, at No. 413 Broad- 
way, testified that that firm hada similar con- 
tract with Katzerstein. 

In defense President Adolph D. Cohen testified 
that they had had no dealings with the firms, but 
that the contractors had complained of Katzen- 
stein because he made them carry their goods 
up stairs and down, and that thereupon Katzen- 
stein had come tothem and offered to give the 
union $100 to arrange matters for him. This was 
accepted, and $75 was given over to the Centrat 
Labor Union funds and $25 was kept for their 
own treasury. They denied that any attempt 
had been made toexactany money from Katzen- 
stein. Justice Duffy dismissed the case after 
warning the strikers to keep within the law 
against intimidation and threats. 

Meyers, Stix &Co., cloakmakers, of No. 391 
Broadway, appeared against David Cohen, of No. 
187 Rivineton-street, and Elias Rosen, of No. 39 
Essex-street, who with a number of other men 
had, he said, burst open the doors of Isaac Woit’s 
talior’s shop, at No. 79 Suffolk-street, on Tues- 
day morning, and hdd destroyed some cloth 
cloaks. Wolf is a contractor. who takes goodg 
from Meyers, Stix & Co.,and is unpopular with 
the strikers. Solomon Engleberg,a boy, of No. 
170 Division-street, saw the men do it, but they 
had witnesses who said they were not actively 
engaged in the work; and Justice Duffy dis- 
charged them, with a warning that the next time 
an example would be made of the offenders. 

Meyer Soiomon, of No. 25 Hester-street, a 
baker of bread and rolis, has a brother Abra- 
ham, a tailor, who has been out of work for 
some time, and he bought him a buttonhole 
machine and set him to work. Thereupon the 
strikers assembled in front of his s'ore and en- 
ticed customers away and distributed boycotting 
circulars. Sunday afternoon nearly 100 men 
assembled in front of his shop, and when he 
started to carry in his bread he was assaulted so 
grievously that he had to go to the hospital. 
David Silberman, a presser, of Nc. 1,442 Avenue 
A, was arrested as one of the assailants on com- 
plaint of Solomon's sons, Silberman had four 
witnesses who testified that he took no part in 
the disorder, and Solomon had four disinterested 
observers who swore that they saw Silberman 
strike him. Justice Duffy thereupon fined Sil- 
berman $10 for disorderly conduct, and the fine 
was promptly paid. 

Twenty of the girls on strike at the Chelsea 
Jute Mills returned to work yesterday, making 
170 hands in the building. A meeting of the 
strikers was held in the afternoon at Wendel’'s 
Assembly Rooms, No. 334 West Forty-fourth- 
street. Charles Lynch, of the Knights of Labor, 
from Philadelphia, addressed encouraging words 
to the strikers. As the union has only been or- 
ganized a few days, and is without money, the 
strikers have to rely on the expected action of 
the Central Labor Union on Sunday. It is ad- 


mitted by Manager Lyall that the wages paid to | 


youths and girls,and a few men who do work 
similar to theirs in the mills,are very low, 
ranging only from $4 50 to $8 a week, but he 
says that th» condition of the trade will not 
allow the mill to pay expenses if the 10 per cent, 
increase asked by the hands is given. 

The United Hatters of North America have 
decided to affiliate with the Kniehts of Labor. 

Supcrintendent Murray was informed yester- 
day that the laborers employed on the six shatts 
of the new aqueduct in the Thirty-second Pre- 
cinct had struck toran advance of 25 centsa 
day. Hesent Inspector Dilks to the shafts, and 
.he reported that the laborers on the two shafts 
in the Thirtieth Precinct had joined the other 
strikers. There was no excitement. and a dele- 
gation of strikers had waited on the Aqueduct 
Commissioners, and work would probably be re- 
sumed to-day.

HauiFax, Nova Scotia, March 31.—The 
American fishing firms here have chartered a 
large schooner at Clark’s Harbor and another at 
Cape Sabie, in Shelburne County, to carry a 
large number of men to Maine to man fishing 
vessels awaiting them there.

JUSTICE MEECH’S JURGENSEN,

THE GIFT MADE BY GAMBLERS TO A CHICAGO 
MAGISTRATE, 

Curcaco, March 31.—An amusing bort of 
@ scandal, in which Police Jurtice George 
A. Meech shines like a paste diamond on 
a flannel shirt front, is the talk of the town 
this evening, and Justice Meech is at work re- 
vising his rules for accepting gifts. In Novem- 
ber last the Justice’s little son had a birthday, 


and the magistrate celebrated the event 
by opening several smali_ bottles to 
some friends in a_ Clark-street  sa- 
loon. While the infantile Meech’s health 
was being drank in good style, Poiice Court 
Lawyer ** Dan” Lawrence walked up to the Jus- 
tice and “in the name of afew friends’ pre- 
sented the magistrate with a fine Jurgensen gold 
watch worth $400, with the nameof the recipi- 
ent engraved on the case. Tne Justice pocketed 
the watch without inquiring who the liberal 
** friends” were, and there Were some more bot- 
tles opened. ‘, 

The earlier part of this year thé police capt- 
ured a number of burglars who had been doing 
athbriving business in suburban towns, They 
were taken before Justice Meech, where 
they were defended by Lawyer Law- 
rence and bound over to the Criminal 
Court. O'Dowd, the head of the gang, was 
convicted and, thinking Lawrence had not de- 
fended him as well as he ought, “ squealed.” 
The story that he told was that the watch Law- 
rence presented to Justice Meech had been 
stolen from a farmer named Rulison, liy- 
ing at Seneca, in this State, and sold 
Ld him (O’Dowd) to Lawrence for $110. 
The money with which Lawrence bought the 
watch was contributed by the following 
“friends” of Justice Meech, as the petition 
circulated among them and = signed_ by 
them shows: George Hankins, Jeff Han- 
kins, and Pat Sheedy, gamblers; John 
Long, proprietor of the “ Park” Theatre, in 
*State-street; ** Johnny” Carew, proprietor of a 
notofious State-street dive; John Mor- 
ris, keeper of a State-street concert s8a- 
loon; Schimmel & Shaw, (the senior 
member of this firm being known = as 
“Schimme}!the Bunko Steerer;"’) MikeHannegan 
a saloon Keeper, and severai other gentiemen of 
like character. When the detectives heard this 
story Lawrence was arrested for receiving stolen 
property and to-day was admitted to bail. 

Lawrence says be bought the watch of 
O'Dowd, who was represented to him 
to be an honest man, in Carew’s place, 
but the police say he knew what he 
was buying. They assert that in addition. 
to the money secured from the gamblers and 
“bunko” men nearly $500 was taken from 
houses of ill fame on the south side, ostensi-

moreover, long before the arrest of 
O'Dowd and his fellows Lawrence wus aware 
of thenature of their calling. When it is re- 
membered that Justice Meech, with a stolen 
watch in his pocket, satin judgment upon the 
en who stole it; that the defending lawyer 

ought the watch from the thief, and 

that further, a detective who worked 
up the case and testified against 
the’ thieves wore upon his nosea pairof gold- 
rimmed eyeglasses which he had bought ina 
second-hand shop where they had been sold by 
the very thieves he was giving evidence against, 
one can understand why there isso much merri- 
ment to-night in police and police court circles. 





UNION PACIFIC MEETING.

ALL BUT TWO DIRECTORS RE-ELECTED AND 
ALL THEIR ACTS APPROVED. 

Boston, March 81.—The Union Pacific 
stockholders, at the annual meeting to-day, re- 
elected of the old Board of Directors Charles 
Francis Adams, Jr., Frederick L, Ames, Elisha 
Atkins, Ezra H. Baker, F. Gordon Dexter, all of 
Boston; Henry H. Cook, Sidney Dillon, Davia 
Dows, and Andrew H. Green, of New-York; §. 
R. Callaway, of Omaha, Neb.; Greenville M. 
Dodge, Council Bluffs, lowa; James A. Rumriil, 
Springfield, Mass., and John Sharp, of Salt Lake 
City. In place of Hugh Riddle, of Chicago, who 
declined to serve, Colgate Hoyt, of New-York, 
formerly Chairman of the Government Direct- 
ors, was elected, and in place of Mahlon D. 
Spaulding, of this city, temporarily unable to 
attend board meetings On account of illness, his 
brother, John P. Spauiding. The ticket was 
elected unanimously. 

While the voting was in progress, President 
Adams explained what were termed the new 
investments made by the Directors during the 
year. They comprised in the main, he said, 
simply changes in name or form of old invest- 
ments, made necessary by reorganizations of 
the railroads and other interests involved. The 
investment of $97,000 in stock of the Crédit 
Mobilier of America, it was explaineé, was 
made because it was necessary for the Union 
Pacific to obtain a controlling interest in 
this stock as a matter of self-protection. 
With the last purchase of Crédit Mobilier 
stock at about $20 per share, the Union 
Pacific® practically controls all of it. 
Votes were passed approving the investments 
made by the Directors and ratifying their acts 
und also those of the Executive Committee dur- 
ing the year. The statement was made that the 
annual report could not be prepared in season 
for the annual meeting, andthe Directors were 
instructed to hereafter call the annual meeting 
at a later date, if it were practicable. 

In reply toa request of a stockholder for in- 
formation as to the operations of branch roads 
at a loss, President Adams said that only one was 
operated at a serious loss, and that was provided 
for by an account current, which was kept open 
until it settled itself.

THE MIKADO OF WRESTLERS.

HE MEETS THE ADONIS OF THE. BOWERY 
AND DISCOVERS A TOUGH CUSTOMER. 


Mr. Jack Dempsey, the invincible 
pugilist, visited the Germania Assembly Rooms 
in the Bowery last evening and informed Mr. 
William E. Harding that as he had an engage- 
ment as an usher ata wedding in an up-town 
fashionable church he could not act as the ref- 
eree in the Graeco-Roman wrestling match. There 
was a large audience, the ma‘srity of those 
in attendance having been attracted by the an- 


nouncement that Mr. Dempsey would positively 
tecn hand. Matsada Sorakichi, the illustrious 
Mikado of wrestiers, had agreed to meet Ernest 
Roeber, the’ Bowery Adonis, Graeco-Roman 
style, best three falls out of five, for $250 a side. 
The Mikado was backed by Mr. Harding and the 
Adonis by Mr. Mike Hass. The hall was briill- 
iantly lighted. and was carpeted with sawdust. 
Among the celebrities on th» platform were 
Police Captain John McCullagh, the first; 
Counselor Edward F. Mallahan, William Mad- 
den, Jonn Ashton, Mark Maguire, and Mr. 
Harding. Richard K. Fox was attending a sale 
of valuable oil paintings. Old Mr. Robert 
Smith was tne grand master of ceremonies. 

Counselor Mallahan was se ected as referee, 
Mr. Harding was umpire for the Mikado and Mr, 
Rosenthal was umpire for the Adonis. The 
wrestlers were bare to the waist. The Mikado 
wore red tights with blue trunks, and the Adonis 
white tights with red trunks. The wrestlers ap- 
proached each other cautiously when time was 
called at 9:40, and then began work ina quiet 
way. It looked as though the match might last 
for 48 hours withouta fall being recorded for 
either wrestler. 

The friends of the German Adonis were pres- 
ent bv a large majority, and only four Japs be- 
sides the Mikado were inthe hall. These four 
Japs satin the front row and vigorously ap- 
plauded their fellow-countryman whenever he 
displayed his cleverness asa champion wrestler. 
The Mikado found that he had a tough customer 
inthe Adonisto deal witn,as the pride of the 
Bowery at times seemed as immovable as the 
stain upon Alderman Jaehne's reputation. It 
was generally agreed that the match 
was “on the dead Jevel,” and after an 
hour had elapsed and no fail had been recorded 
the referee and umpires bevan to grow weary, 
and it was whi-pered about that there would 
not be a fall be‘ore daylight, and then only for 
the reason that one or the other of the con- 
testants was struck with a police officer’s club. 
Then Counselor Mallahan called ** Time,” and 
the wrestlers retired to their corners. Tne Coun- 
selor said: “If this thing lasts another hour 
without a fail, I shall.close the game.” The 
wrestiers were givena fifteen minutes’ rest, ac- 
cording to the Police Gazette rules. While they 
were rubbed down they lunched on Jemons. 
The.second hou~ was begun with what might 
be called flat wrestiing. The Mikado and the 
Adonis were both lying prostrate, tugging at 
each other in vain endeavors to do something 
to constitute a fall. The audience was alarmed 
at onetime by a shriek from the Adonis’s um- 
pire. He complained that the Mikado was pull- 
ing the Adonis's ears. At this every body laughed, 
and Mark Maguire telephoned the news to Ford- 
ham.

CONTEST OVER A REFERER’S REPORT ON THE 
EXECUTOR’S ACCOUNTING. 

Asmallarmy of lawyers filed in before 
Surrogate Rollins yesterday morning to talk 
about the report of Referee George W. Lyons 
on the accounting of Frederick Bernard Wendt, 
Executor of the willof David M. Peyser. In 
1867 David M. Peyser, a retired merchant of this 
city, then passing a considerable portion of his 
time in France, made a will to dispose of an 
estate of about $200,000. After making a few 
gifts to Hebrew benevolent societies and Mount 
Sinai Hospital he bequeathed one-third of his 


estate to his wifeand gave her a Jife interest in 
the rest. He provided further that on her death 
$15,000 be given to an adopted daughter and 
that the rest of the two-thirds be divided among 
& number of nephews and nieces. He bad no 
children, As Executors he named his wife, Mr. 
Kohlsaat, and Frederick Bernard Wendt. 

Mr. Peyser died in January, 1870,and of the 
Executors Mr, Wendt alone qualified and took 
possession of the estate. Mrs. Peyser died in 
October, 1875. In 1882 Mr. Wendt's accounts 
went before George W. Lyons, as Referee, and 
his report was filed with the Surrogate in Feb- 
ruary list. 

The principal points for the Surrogate to pass 
upon are whether during Mrs. Peyser’s life Mr. 
Wendt was her private agent or the Executor of 
her husband’s will: whether he is entitied to 
commissions on the sale of property in France. 
asitis contended that he never was in posses- 
sion of that property; whether he is entitled to 
commissions both as Executor and Trustee, and 
whether certain taxes which he paid under ad- 
vice of counsel, but which it isnow admitted 
were unnecessary, are to be allowed him, and if 
so, to what portion of the estate they are to be 
charged. Objections are also made to the coun- 
sel fees paid by Mr. Wendt on the ground that 
they a:e excessive.

THE NATIONS OF AMERICA 


SCHEMES FOR EXTENDING OUR 
TRADE RELATIONS, 


MEASURES NOW BEFORE CONGRESS FOR 
INCREASING SOUTH AMERICAN TRAFFIC 
—WHAT MR. BELMONT SAYS OF THE™M. 

Wasuincton, March 31.—There are be- 
fore the House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
two joint resolutions-and a bill suggesting 
diplomatic negotiations between the Govern- 


ment of the United States and other Govern- 
ments on this continent looking to a conven- 
tion in Washington to secure co-operation for 
Various purposes. One joint resolution seeks to 
establish a commercial league to be called 


“ The Customs Union of America,” with a com- 
mon basis of import duties for countries out- 


side the league and no duties for countries 
within the league. A second resolution pro- 
poses *‘a definite plan of arbitration of all the 
questions, disputes, and differences that may 
now or hereafter exist between” the “autonomic 
Governmentsof America,” or between them and 
the United States. The bill in the same com- 


mittee proposes initiatory measures for the con- 
struction of a railway running at the foot of the 
eastern slope of the great mountain chain in 
South America to bind together the United 
States of America and the republics of Mexico, 
Central and South America, and the Empire of 


Brazil in peaceful and reciprocal commercial 
relations. Mr. Belmont has directed the atten- 
tion of the committee of which he is Chairman 
to the consideration of these important proposi- 
tions, upon which it appears there is diversity of 
opinion.’ It is probable that a report will be 
made before long, but whether an adverse one 
or not it is not yet possible to my. 

Mr. Belmont has no hesitation in expressing his 
convictions upon the bill and the resolutions. 
In regard to the first resolution referred to, that 
proposing diplomatic negctiations tothe end of 
regulating by treaty the rates of duty on arti- 
cles arriving from places outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the Governments embraced within the 
proposed league, and that trade between and 
among “ the people of all the American States” 
shall be free, he says: 

“I would not now be ready to advise that a request 
be sent io the President to invite other Governments 
on this continent to enter into mutual treaties with 
one another and with this Government which shall 
pledge the United States and all the signatory Gov- 
ernments to agree, or endeavor to agreé, on'a schedule 
of tariff rates on imports. or shall bind the Govern- 
ment of the United States to permit every description 
ot merchandise, coming from the territory of any of 
the signatory powers, to be admitted into the United 
States ‘freed from the paymentof any customs or 
other dues whatever.’ 

“Without pausing now to consider whether, under 
the Federal Constitution, the treaty-making power 
shou'!d, without the consent of the law-making power 
expressed in a valid enactment, bind the United States 
never, or during a series of years, to levy any duties 
on specified imported merchandise, it may not be ex- 
pedient at the present time for this Government to 
endeavor by diplomatic action to extend over ail of 
the Western continent the biessings of free trade, un- 
vexed by customs or other dues, which are now 80 
happily enjoyed by the States which comprise our 
own Union.. It isto be expected that the tendency of 
opinion in certain quarters in regard to the turiff 
treaties with the Sandwich Islands and Mexico is not 
auspicious, at the present moment, for even similar 
undertakings with other countries. 

** Whether the phrase, ‘ Governments of the Ameri- 
can nations,’ in the joint resolution was intended to 
embrace the Dominion of Canada may be doubtful. 
There is not apparently any valid reason why that 
large body of peopletothe north of us, speaking the 
same language as Ourselves, living under similar po- 
litical institutions, and recognizing the same common 
Jaw, sha!l not be embraced in the proposed free trade 
league of all the peoples and Governments on the 
Western continent.” 

With regard tothe resolution proposing the 
settlement of all disputes by arbitration, the 
plan of which is to be agreed upon in an inter- 
national congress, Mr, Belmont is disposed to re- 
gard it unfavorably. He says: 

“While arbitration has been from the beginning 
urged and used bythe Government of the United 
States as a useful method of settling a certain ciass of 
international differences, as notably in the first treaty 
of peace between this Government and the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, and more recently in the ad- 
justment of the controversy over the ‘Alabama 
claims,’ yet it may be that ‘questions, disputes, 
and differences’ will unhappily arise between 
this Government and another Government on 
this continent which this Government cannot with 
selt-respect consent to submit to any other arbitrament 
than that of the swora if the proper and just demands 
of this Government are not complied with. I'he reso- 
lution ta so broad as co cover “ali questions, disputes, 
and differences.” If the language only covered ques- 
tions of contract, or claims, or demands sounding only 
in money dam«ges, which may not require apology, or 
other such adequate atonement for wrong, insult, or 
injury. the resolution would have been more unexcep- 
tionable; and yet the history of the doings of 
commissions. or boards of arbitration § estab- 
Mshed by treaties made by us with certain 
Central or South American States, and even 
Spain, as in the Cudan Claims Commission, 
or with Great Britain, asin the adjustmentof the Cana- 
dian fisheries, has not been aitogether satisfactory. 
It will] be wiser to leave the adjustment of ‘ questions, 
disputes, ani differences’ that may unfortunately arise 
between this Government and foreign governments to 
be adjusted by special negotiations and arrangements, 
as shall, according to the facts and c rcumstances of 
the case, most promote, in the opinion of ithe Presi- 
dent and the treaty-making power. the ‘establishment 
of international justice. On the other hand, in so far 
as this resolution has in view to secure an effort toward 
arbitration In all cases of dispute, its adoption may 
serve « useful purpose.” 


The bill looking to the expenditure of 7. 
to defray, “ina manner becoming the dignity 
of the United States,” the expenses of a conven- 
tion to start the **Three Americas Raliway,"* 
that is, to bind the interested countries in closer 
intimacy in trade and commerce, Mr. Belmont 
regards as containing propositions that it would 
be inexpedient to adopt at present. The Ad- 
ministration will not cease to make it an object 
to bind the different countries of America 
together in peaceful commercial relations, 
without the inspiration proposed by the bill for 
the “Three Americas Railway.” Mr. Belmont 
continues: 


“So farasthe bill and resolutions endeavor to ac- 
complish an increase of trade by the exchange of 
——_ between the people of our own United 

tates and the people living under other Governments 
on this continent (including the colonies hereon pos- 
sessed by Kuropean Governments,) the object 1s one 
which deserves encouragement an but 
may well be doubted whether such an object can be 
best promoted by international conferences and treaty 
stipulations. So far as the welfure of our own Goy- 
ernment is concerned, it is to be feared that the delib- 
erations of an international conference between the 
representatives of this Government and of other inde- 

ndent Governments established and having the sea’ 
of authority on this continent would be in danger o 
injurious interference, so far as this Government is 
concerned, by the intrigues of those in Europe who are 
the holders of so large a part of the indebtedness of 
Centra! American or South American States. 

“ Is there not something to be done by Congress, in 
the way of tariff and currency legislation before the 
United States can expect to satisfactorily scive this 
question of the extension of trade? 

“ Until there shall bea reform of our own laws of 
currency and taxation,” Mr. Belmont replied, “anda 
fee adopted that promises permanency, there will be 
ittle hope of a successful result of diplomatic nego- 
tintions with the neigboring Governments ou this con- 
tinent looking to an incrense of trade and com- 
mercial intercourse by them with ourselves. 
What reply could our representatives make to- 
day when asked what out licy avout currency 
and taxation is to be? The theory of our existing 
tariff legisiation is that our own manufacturers can 
only be saved alive against foreign competition by pre- 
venting, through a custom house tax on nearly every 
complete manufacture, our own people from buyinga 
similar fabric in a foreign country. That ta sia- 
tion bas crea’ tn f evil which the pro m 
and one of the pro joint resolutions, would en- 
dGeavor to remove. 

* One of the difficulties with which we, in the United 
States, have now to contend is that, by réason of our 
present tartff laws, wecannct, in our own workshops, 
compete with European manufacturers, notwithstand- 
ing the great advantage we have from the efficiency of 
better paid and Setter edneatediabor, So long as such 
tariff laws shal! be maintained diplomatic negotiations 
will not enable the Pnited Statesio do inthe Dominion 
of Canada, or in Mexico, or in Central America, or 
in South America what we cannot do at home— 
which is to compete with Kuropean manufacturers. 
Freedom to buy in these communities we now have, 
and we can enlarge its use to any degree, but free- 
dom to sell to those communities we can only en- 
large by producing équaily good articles which we 
will sell at least as cheaply as our European com- 
petitors. All schemes whatever for retaining a pro- 
tective system and gaining foreign markets are im- 
possible of success, no matter how many rail- 
ways we ma build or steamshi we may 
sudsidize. A large part of the products of our 
neighbors to the south of us are now ad- 
mitted at our Custom Houses free of duty, but the 
difficulty of increasing the exports of our manufact- 
ured products to those countries remains, because our 
protective tariff inflicts what, owing to the increased 
cost of manufacture, isin effect an export tax upon 
our products, whicn frustrates the efforts of our enier- 
prising and inventive people to have more complete 
aoe of the neighboring markets upon this con- 

nent. 

“The annval report of Secretary Manning to Con- 
gress and his subsequent communications on cur- 
rency, taxation, and tariff reform, together with the 
recent report of the Bureau of Labor, clearly indicate 
how and when aremovalof the existing business de- 
pression is to come. A rehabilitation of silver anda 
Testoration of the old price of that metal by open 

ints for all comers ringing gold or sil- 
ver. free coinage of full legal tender coins of 
both metals on an international ratio contem- 

lated by the second section of Mr. Bland’s law of 

875, and endeavored to be promoted by Secretary 
Bayard, a sound system of finance, and a wise adapta-

AN ARMY CHAPLAIN’S PENSION. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Commissioner Black 
was again before the Senate Committee on the Ex- 
penditure of Public Money this morning. He was ex- 
amined by Senator Plumb in respect to the case of 
Mark Robinson, Chaplain of the Fifty-second Indiana 
Volunteers, one of those submitted by the Commis- 
sioner in support of his charges, and was asked to state 
what there was in the records to indicate that Com- 


missioner Dudley bad allowed this claim for political 
reasons and not upon its merits. Gen. Black, aft- 
er examining the papers for a time, said that 
the claimant set forth in his deciaration that 
he hed co:.tracted a severe cold at the buttie of Nash- 
ville, which resuited in diabetes, and upon this his 
claim was founded. ‘he records of nis muster out 
contained no evidence of disability. An examining 
surgeon, 14 years afterward, testified to his belief that 
claimant was then suffering from diabetes which he 
contracted in the service. and other examiners subse- 
quenty descr‘bed, in techical terms, the claimant's con- 
dition. There was among the papers a letter written 
by claimant's son to Commissioner Dudley, setting 
forth his father’s incapacity to maintain himself, and 
stating that prompt action upon the case would gratif 
the membe s of the tamily, all of whom were sianc 
Republicans. The writer described briefly his own 
political services, There were u)so letters from Sena- 
tor Harrison and Gov. Foster, of Ohio, asking that the 
case be made special. Upon these letters the case was 
made special by Commissioner Dudiey. Senator 
Plumb then plied the witness with inquiries as to what 
the case showed, to which Commissioner Black in sub- 
stunce dec ared that the testimony had not in his 
opinion proved the existence of diabetes, and that 
the suspicious paoere of the case lay in the fact that 
Commissiener Dudley had ordered it made special upon 
& request of claimant's son, accompanied by a staie- 
ment of the writer's politioul powerand services. lie 
was himself, he admitied, receiving many letters in 
which the politics of the writers was made the basis of 
requests for action; but such letters were not tiled nor 
acied upon except when men alleged that they 
had been discriminated against because they were 
Democrats, in which cases he made investigations. He 
found no impropriety in the requests of Senator Har- 
rison and Gov. Foster, and he admitted that the evi- 
ones that claimant bad died of diabetes was con- 
vincing. 

Senator Plumb caused to be read letters from Com- 
missioner Dudiey to the Postmaster and other citizens 
of claiman:‘'s town as to the standing and trustworthi- 
nessof affiants. Im some cases the answers vouched 
forthe entire trustworthiness of the affiants, but the 
Postmaster stated that two physicians who made affi- 
davits were not to be trusted under the circumstances. 
Gen. Black said In answer to Senator Plumb that there 
was nothing in the case other then Gen. Dudley’s or- 
der, based upon the letter of cinimant’s son, to show 
that improper influences prevailed in the disposition 
of the case.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 81, 1886, 

It is estimated at the Treasury Departinent 
that there has been a reduction of about $14,250,000 in 
the public debt during March. 

The United States Treasurer to-day mailed 
42,264 checks, aggregating $6,033,252, in payment of 
the interest due April 1 on registered 4 per cent. con- 
sole of 1907. 

The Senate has rejected the nomination of 
John C. Wise to be Postmaster at Mankato, Minn,; 
alsothe nomination of H. N, Jewett, of Massachu- 
setts, to be Consul at Sivas. 

The Senate Committee on Finance to-day 
heard an argument by Mr. Dexter A. Hawkins, of 
New-York, with reference to the redemption of the 
trade dollar. Mr. Hawkins said it was repudiation to 
refuse to redeem the coin, The committee will hold 
a called meeting to-morrow to consider the Sherman 
Silver bill, 

It is authoritatively stated that many instances 
have lateiy been brought to the notice of the depart- 
ments where Postmasters and other subordinate 
officers, on retiring from ther offices, have tuken with 
them a supply of penalty or official envelopes, and are 
using them to cover their private correspondence. 
Proceedings will be instituted to impose the penalty of 
$300 fixed by luw for such unlawful! use. 

The collections of internal revenue for the first 
eight months of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1888, 
amount to $75,158,200. an increase of $2.416,848 over 
the receipts for the corresponding period of the last 
fiscal year. The principal items of increase were 
$597, from spirits, $1,171,¥49 from tobacco, and 
$62,644 from fermented liquors. The only decrease 
was .588 on miscellaneous items. The receipts for 
February were 1, in excess of the receipts for 
the same month of the preceding year.

The Arbitration bill reported to the 
Fiouse yesterday by the Committee on 
Labor was a very different measure from 
that originally introduced by Mr.-O’NzILL. 
The.latter:provided for giving the awards 
of boards of arbitration, if they were not 
accepted by the parties within three days, 
the force and effect of judgments of the 
United States District Courts, to be en- 
forced, as such, All this was left 
out of the bill as reported, which 
merely provides for the voluntary sub- 
gnission:-of causes of difference between 
railroad companies engaged in inter- 
State commerce and their employés to 
boards of arbitration, one member to be 
selected by one party, one by the other 
party, and the third by these two, and 
leaves the parties to the controversy to 
accept or reject their decisions at will. 
The chief:advantage that it offers is in 
giving the boards the powers of United 
States Commissioners in enforcing the at- 
tendance of witnesses and in providing 
‘for the expense of arbitration out of the 
public Treasury. The decisions of such 
boards would not be lightly disregarded, 
and there really seems to be no practica- 
ble way of makigg them enforcible. Ar- 
bitration must of necessity be a voluntary 
matter and dependent upon the acquies- 
gence of the parties.

It is not improbable that the bill of Mr. 
Hewitr now under consideration by the 
Ways and Means Committee, which re- 
lates primarily to questions of the admin- 
istration of the customs laws, may be 
made the basis of such propositions 
as the committee may make on the 
tariff. The opposition of Mr. Ran- 
DALL to any thorough revision of the 
tariff with a view to the reduction 
of duties, and particularly as to metals, 
has convinced the committee that any 
measure presenting this class of provisions 


defeat. It is not unlikely, therefore, that 
the Hewitt bill, with such a free list as is 
strongest in the House, may be substituted 
for the Morrison bill. That would not be 
a bad way of going about the'work: The 
main thing to accomplish is some definite 
reduction of the burden of taxation, some 
substantial freedom of industry from the 
restrictions now so unjustly and injuri- 
ously imposed. If this can be brought 
about by a bill embracing only a few im- 
portant points, or even one, it will be far 
better than a sweeping and more logical 
measure that cannot be carried.

Nine of the leaderseof the anti-Chinese 
riots in East Portland, Oregon, have been 
indicted by the Grand Jury of the United 
States District Court. The indictment is 
found under section 5,386 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, by which 
any persons who “‘ conspire” to ‘ oppose 
by force the authority” of the United 
States, or ‘“‘ by force to prevent, hinder, or 
delay the execution of any law thereof,” 
are on conviction subjected to a fine of 
from $500 to $5,000, and to imprisonment 
for from six months to six years, or to 
both such fine and imprisonment. The 
infliction of these penalties in a few in- 
stances would break down the anti-Chi- 
nese ‘‘ movement” very promptly. 








Another week is rapidly passing by, and 
the Republican Senators at. Albany, who. 
deem it necessary to hold a caucus in 
order to determine what should be done 
with the Governor’s nominations for 
Health Officer and Quarantine Commis-: 
sioners, show no sign of taking action. 
The delay is becoming altogether un- 
seemly. There are very strong reasons 
why a complete change should: be 
made in the Quarantine administration. 
These are sufficiently well understood. 
An opportunity is presented in the: 
fact that the present incumbents of 
these offices are holding over after 
the expiration of their terms and 
the appointment; of their successors’ 
is altogether proper. The men named by 
the Governor are so admirably qualified 
and stand so well in the community that 
in all these weeks nobody has found any- 
thing to say-against them. What the Sen- 
ate ought todo is plain enough, and no 
caucus of any party should be necessary 
for agreement upon a plain duty; but if 
the Republicans think it proper to come 
to some agreement about it, the sooner 
they do it the more becoming their action 
will appear. At present they are simply 
neglecting an obvious duty. 





If the summary of Mr. GLADSTONE’S 
land purchase “scheme, which appears 
in the cable dispatches to-day, be 
correct, we must still wait for the text of 
the measure before it will be possible to. 
form an opinion upon it. The details 
in such a case constitute the scheme. 
As to the principle of the measure, 
it does not yet clearly appear whether 
the act is to be urged in the inter- | 
est of the Irish people or of the British 
landlords. If the British Government is 
to withdraw its protection from the 
owners of land in Ireland, it certainly 
owes them compensation, since their 
lands were acquired on the faith of Eng- 
lish laws. But if it be urged as a conces- 
sion to Irish sentiment, it is doubtful 
whether those occupiers who for some 
years have paid nothing for their land 
will have an opportunity to pay a rent of 
4 per cent. for the benefit of the British 
Treasury. 








The State of Indiana offers a most in- 
viting field to any telephone company in- 
tending to infringe the fraudulent Bell 
patent. The Bell Company’s instruments 
in Indiana have been withdrawn with a 
view to the intimidation of Legislatures 
in other States in which bills similar to 
the Indiana law reducing the charge to 
telephone subscribers to $3 a month have 
been introduced. It would be interesting 
to see what disposition the courts would 
make of an infringement suit brought by 
a patentee who refused to occupy the ter- 
ritory in which the infringement oc- 
curred. 
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A LESSON TO LABOR UNIONS. 
The order has been sent out by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Assembly No. 101 
of the Knights of Labor at St. Louis for a 
resumption of work by the strikers on the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad this morning. 
This is the direct result of the negotia- 
tions of Mr. POWDERLY with the Presi- 
dent of the company, and rests on the 
simple concession by Mr. Hoxie that he 
is willing to meet a committee of the em- 
ployés, actually at work in the service of 
the company at the time such commit- 
tee is appointed, for the purpose of ad- 
justing any grievances that. they may 
have, This is practically no concession at 
all It is not a recognition of the order 
of Knights of Labor as.suchb or a consent to 
negotiate with its committees,and the com- 
pany has all along maintained that it was 
willing at.any time to meet a committee 
of its own employés for a consideration, 
and adjustment of their grievances. It 
involves no-agreement to submit any dif- 
ferences to-arbitration or to be bound to 
‘anything whatever. It ismerely a formal 
reiteration of the willingness of the com- 
pany to listen to any complaints of its 
workmen, and to adjust any grievances 
that may exist among them. It practi- 
cally reserves to the officers of the com- 
pany full liberty to insist upon its own 
view of the justiceof any demands that 
may be made and to grant only such 
as they admit to be fair. This is certain- 
ly no victory for the Knights of Labor, 
and their defeat is made plain by the fact 
that the company had resumed its freight 
traffic before the order to the strikers to 
resume work had been issued. 
In fact the strike had utterly broken 
down, and the negotiations of Mr. Pow- 
DERLY merely furnished the occasion for 
‘a retreat without the appearance of com- 
plete Jdiscomfiture. The General Master 
Workman succeeded only in opening the 
way. That was the best service he could. 
perform under the circumstances for the | 
order of which he-is the head. He dabored,, 
under the enormous disadvantage of a 
consciousness that the strike on the 
| Missouri Pacific Railroad had been 
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on his own part that it was not justified, 
He was further weighed down by the fact 
that it was in conflict with what he had 
persistently held out as the principles of 
the order. The simple fact is that the 
strike failed because it deserved to fail. It 
was not founded in justice, and it was 
conducted with a flagrant disregard of 
the rights and interests of large bodies of 
men besides those directly involved. 


the grievances of the men employed on’ 
the Missouri Pacific Road, the strike had 
primarily nothing to do with these. If 
they had grievances their proper course 
was to present them to the company and 
ask for redress. Only in case redress was 
denied and any fair offer for a settlement 
by arbitration was refused would a resort 
to a strike have been justified. But they 
presented no grievances, and none were 
mentioned until the strike had been going 
on for two weeks. Originally this strike 
was avowedly a mere boycott upon the 
Texas and Pacific Company, intended to 
coerce it into reinstating a discharged 
employé by cutting off its principal 
freight connection. As such it was with- 
out reason or justice, for the Missouri 
company was in no way responsible for 
the action of the Texas company, and had 
no power over its management, The 
action of the Knights of Labor not only 
did a wanton injury to one railroad com- 


but it-occasioned great loss to thousands. 
of people who had no relation to thecause 
of complaint. 

The main purpose was undoubtedly to 
make a great display of the power of the 
order of Knights of Labor and give all 
railroad companies to understand that its 
decrees could not be safely defied, and 
that to enforce a demand at one point it 
was prepared to paralyze the business of 
transportation over. such an extent of 
country as might be necessary to accom- 
plish the purpose. As a-demonstration of | 
power it has proved a failure, and has 
done the Knights-of Labor an injury that 
it will take a long time to repair. If it, 
has taught them that their strength must 
depend on the justice of their cause in 
every case and upon the adoption of 
methods which have a constant regard 
for the principles of equity and careful 
consideration for public and private rights, 


‘it may yet be turned to good account. 


The lesson is one that all labor unions 
should seriously ponder. They have a 
great mission to perform for the working- . 
men of this country, and the more thor- 
ough and complete their organization the 
better can they perform it. But. while 
aiming to protect the rights and advance 
the interests of their members, they must 
remember that the rights and interests of 
others cannot be violated without weaken- 
ing their efforts and retarding the progress, 
of the cause of labor. 


THE ‘“ INNOCENTS”

The Senate-did wisely in extending the 
powers of the Broadway franchise inves- 
tigating committee to cover an inquiry 
into the present activities of those un-.

SENATOR VANCE’S HARANGODE. 

Senator Vanog has made his attack on 
the civil service.law and on the President, 
and we have no doubt he is much bet- 
ter satisfied with himself than he will’ 
be when his constituents shall have had 
a chance to read his remarks. There will 
be some among them who will like the 
speech, because there must be a certain 
number of ignorant and narrow-minded 
persons in North Carolina in sympathy 
with the Senator. But, on the other hand, 
there are alsoa good many honest, sen- 
sible people in that State who are not: 
office seekers, and whose judgment of 
public affairs is above the level of the 
tavern barroom loafers to whom the 
Senator addressed his sneers and his 
misrepresentations. This class can only 
be ashamed that their Senator should be 
the volunteer champion of a bad cause 
and should defend it in so clumsy and 
ridiculous a fashion. 

Mr. Vanog found nothing worse to say 
of civil service reform than that it was 
derived from England, which is not true. 
The principles of civil service reform 
were first formulated in the United States 
by THOMAS JEFFERSON, and were to some 
extent elaborated by James Mapison. 
The particular methods enacted in the 
reform law of 1883 for the applica- 
tion of these principles to a por- 
tion of the civil service of the 
Federal Government have an analogy 
with those adopted in England by the Lib- 
eral. Ministry, but differ from them in some 
important regards, mainly in their greater 
simplicity and in their conformity to a 
service in which tenure is not permanent. 
But when Mr. Vance says that so far as 
our law is the English law it is not to be 
approved because the English law is 
adapted only to the English system 
under which the Executive power 
is hereditary, he misstates facts, 


tention we do not know. The Execu- 
tive power is not hereditary in England, 
but is exercised practically-by a commit- 
tee chosen from a majority of the House 
of Commons in a manner which makes the 
power more immediately subject to public. 
opinion than it is in the United States. 
Moreover, Mr. VANCE ought to know, and 
probably does know, that a civil service 
system which deprives the Executive of 
any power to show favoritism in the 
offices to which it applies is not in har-. 
mony with the principle of hereditary: 
rule, but opposed to it, and in its applica- 
tion must necessarily deprive a heredi- 


far as it extends, 

Another assumption of Mr. Vanor’s is 
that the reform law is intended to destroy 
government by parties. He might as 
well say thatit is aimed at the Presby- 
terian Church or the Allopathic school of 
medicine. It has nothing whatever to do 
with legitimate party rule. The example 
of England, which it would be well for 
him to study before alluding to it, shows 
that this is so. There is no country 
where so large a part of the civil 
service is strictly controlled by the

If this 
system ‘were in force in the United States, 
and it were true, as Mr. Vance declares, 
that the majority of the Democratic Party 
is opposed to the President, that gentle- 
man could not retain power for sixty days, 
So it is clear that the principle of the re- 
form, where most thoroughly applied, 
does not interfere with party government. 
In reality it makes honest and healthy 
party government a great deal easier and 
more certain. 

The trouble with Mr. Vance is that he 
measures the ‘motives of his fellow-citi- 
zens by his own, which is unfair, not to 
say insulting. He imagines that their 
‘motive:for supporting the Democratic or 
the Republican Party is a desire to share 
in the petty spoils of office, because his 
own political aims rise no higher than 
this low level. . That is where he makes a 
terrible blunder, and that is why his 
vulgar abuse of the President and 
the principles of the President will 
awaken only contempt-among the great 
mass of his own party. The majority of 
the Democrats in the United States, and 
even in Mr. VaNCE’s own State, do not 
care a-rush whether the minor offices 
under the Federal Government are held 
‘by Democrats-or Republicans or by men 
of no party, so long as their duties are: 
honestly'and well performed. In fact, as 
regards any score of Federal offices in 
North Carolina we venture to state that 
nine out often of Mr. Vanor’s constitu- 
ents do not know who holds them, or 
what the pay is, or what the duties are, or 
what is their.tenure, The nction that office 
holding is the primary-object of political 
action in any party’is a superstition dili- 
gently maintained by the professional 
politicians with the same purpose that 
the superstitions-of the Indians regarding 
medicine men are:nourished by the mem- 
bers of that class. There is a very slight 
foundation in fact:for it, as Mr. VaNcE 
and his fellow-politicians of the cross- 
roads and corner-grogshop variety will 
ultimately discover. What the people of 
both parties really-want is honest. and effi- 
cient service, and that is what the civil 
service law gives them so far as it ex- 
tends.

MAKING LAWS FOR THE CITIZENS OF THY 
_ NUTMEG STATE 

HARTFORD, Conn., March 31.--Both 
houses of the Legislature passed to-day the 
compromise bill on the Fairfield County ques 
tion, and it went to the Governor for his signa< 
ture. While it was up in the House Mr. Phelan, 
of Bridgeport, much to the surprise of many 
members, denounced the terms of the bill ag 
being outrageous, because of the State’s forcing 
both Bridgeport and Norwalk to furnish court 
and jail accommodations at their own expense, 
when the whole county-for whose benefit the 
buildings are should be taxed upon its 
grand list. Still, he said, he was obliged, 


from his position as a representative trom 
Bridgeport, to vote for the measure. Mr. 
Pigott, of New-Haven, raised the same objection, 
and said be would not vote for the bill. Hart- 
tord, he added, in order to secure the sole Capi« 
tol, was compelled to bear a good share of the 
cost of the new Capitol building. It was a 
Same, aed the State ought to refuna the money. 
The bill was passed by an Overwhelming majori- 
ty, and was not opposed in the Senate. 

Two insurance bills—one a copy of the North 
Carolina vaiued policy law, and the other pros 
hibiting any one from serving 48an appraiser on 
a fire loss who has served in the same capacity 
within six months—were killed in the House, 
and other biils of the same class will probably 
share the same fate when they come up.

400. After the Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee had explained its ongees the previoug 
question was ordered, thus shutting off several 
members from the delivery of carefully pres 
pared 8) hes, all but one in favor of the reso- 
lution. Judge Hovey, who lived in Canterbury 
when Mias Crandall’s troubles took place there, 
was primed with a strong speech against the 
appropriation. When the vote was taken he 
was the only member who voted in the negative. 
The Senate will concur in the action of the 


ouse. 

A biil that no town, after Jan. 1, 1887, shall 
support its paupers by contract passed t 
House. The Tax Commissioner’s remarkable 
bill to lift the State tax from the nd list of 
towns, and place it per capita on the enumera- 
tion of school children, was overwhelmingly de- 
feated in the House to-day. The only argument 
in support of the measure was that many of the 
small towns keep down their property lists to 
lighten taxation, and under tne present system 
it is impossible to obtain a fair equalization 
throughout’ the State. It was urged by the 
commission that the school children plan would 
furnish a more equitable system, but inequalities 
would continue to exist. Hartford, with a larga 
grand list, pays about $52,000 State tax; on 
& per capita tax the amount would 
be about 000. But in the manufac- 
turing towns, where children of school age 
are much more numerous than in other places, 
there would be a large increase of the tax. The 
present tax laws of the State are plain enough, 
and would be entirely equitable if their en« 
forcement was insisted upon by the State Board 
of Equalization. AJl real property is required to 
be put in the grand list at its actual market 
value, the rule of valuation as prescribed in the 
statutes being as follows: “The present true 
and just value of any estate shall be deemed by 
all Assessors and Boards of Relief to be the 
fair market value thereof and not its value at a 
forced or auction sale.” In the face of this rule 
property in many piaces is cut down to one« 
fourth its real market value. As the tendency 
of the smailer.towns has been growing more and 
more every year toward an evasion of the tax 
jaws it wilt not be surprising if they shall suc~ 
ceed finally tnrough their representative major-~ 
ity in the Legislature in repealing the State tax 
altogether and loading it upon the financial cor- 
porations of the State, which now pay about 
four-fifths of the whole tax.

He only had six children, and the one 
remaining, a bright young man, is lying at 
death’s door. His case is considered almost 
hopeless The deadly ge op fever isthe cause. 
Dr. Larabee, the family physician, has analyzed 
water from the well whence this family gets its 
supply of drinking water and pronounced it 
full of typhus germs. Other wells are being ex- 
amined, as typhoid fever is at present epidemic 
in that end of the city.

REVIVAL OF AN OLD FEUD—MR, VANCE 


ASSAILS THE REFORM LAW—THE LA- 
BOR ARBITRATION BILL. 
| WASHINGTON, March $1.—“ Black Jack’”’ 
Logan came into the Senate this morning with 
* blood in his eye.” A storm lurked under his 


raven locks and heat lightning flashed from bis 


snapping eyes. Baited by his enemies, driven to 


cover. treated with even less respect than has 
been shown to a Democratic President, the 
Tilinois Senator bad borne with impatience the 
assaults of Mr. Teller, inspired,as Mr. Logan 
believes, by James G. Blaine, until the accumu-~ 
Jated insults could be no longer borne. His 


knowledge of military affairs given to the Senate 


by way of advice in icreat frankness and 
with confidence that it would be respectfully 
listened to if not accepted as a guide for action, 
bas been rudeiy flung in his face. It is per- 
paps an ola story, this quarrel between Mr. 
Logan and the late Secretary of the 
Interior. Some of the people about the Capi- 
tol say it began when Senator Logan desired to 
get a bit of the Zuni Indian Reservation, to 
which purpose Mr. Teller saw fit to interpose 
obstacles. This old trouble was revived when 
Mr. Logan made his fight for the Democrat, 
Dement, ** the monumental ass," whom he asked 
to have confirmed as Surveyor-General of Utah, 
and whose confirmation Mr. Teller has vizorous- 
ly opposed. A glance at Senator Logan’s face 
when he walked into the Senate Chamber to-day 
showed plainly enough that he had neither for- 
given nor forgotten the sharp flings at his ex- 
pense induigedin by Mr. Teller yesterday and 
the menerally unkind treatment he had 
received from Messrs. Teller, Hale, and Plum’ 
for two or three days. here was a dark and 
gloomy frown upon his brow when he asked the 
Renate to resume consideration of the Military 
Efficiency bill. It was evident that he had that 
on his mind which only es could relieve. 

As the bill was laid before the Senate Mr. 
Logan turned toward Mr. Teller, who had taken 
a seat beside Mr. Hale, and without preface 
began a reply to what the Colorado Senator 
had said the day before. He admitted 
that in a passage at earcasm he could 
not cope with Mr. Teller, whose sarcasm was of 
the kind that carried with it a splenetic feeling. 
Then, ignoring his professed lack of ability to 
match Mr. Teller in that line, he spoke sar- 
castically of the Senator's perfect right 
to remain at home during the late war, 
and suggested with a sneer that ‘his 
failure to go to the front was due to age 
or indisposition. Mr. Teller, he continued, was 
the first Senator who had ever complained of 
any lack of courtesy on his part. He did not 
claim to have all the graces,and he would not 
make a Chesterfield, but from this time 
forward he would greet the Colorado Sena- 
tor as the Chesterfield of the Senate Chamber. 

r. Logan bowed _ cece | to Mr. Teller as 

e made this remark and then straightened 
up, as he declared such sneering sar- 
casm as that of the Senator to be un- 
worthy a Republican representative of 
a Republican constituency. Mr. Logan grew 
parnest as he declared the -way Mr. 
Teller had made insinuations about his aspira- 
tions to he low, mean, and despicable, and he 
bad the attention of everybody in the chamber 
when he declared unequivocally that he had 
not. and never had, any aspirations other 
than faithfully to represent his constit- 
uents. “I ask for nothing,” he said; “I 
want notbing; 1 am not in the 
way of any man.” Mr. Logan modestly pro- 
ciaimed his knowledge that he was not a states- 
man and his wish that some other men knew as 
much of themselves. He eyed Mr. Teller closely 
when he added that every man who had been 
'a Cabinet officer was not a statesinan, and that 
a good many men were living who bever 
could be statesmen. except in their own fevered 
imaginations. With the same modest air Mr. 
Logan“ disclaimed; any superior knowledge of 
military matters, although, he said, he might 
possibly know more than the Senator from 
Colorado, which was not saying very much. An- 
other thing which bothered Mr. Logan was the 
use made of his allusion to the bostile influence 
of somebody outside of the Senate, supposed to 
‘be Mr. James G. Blaine. He was vehement 
lwhen he declared that he made no such allu- 
sion and that “the gentleman” was not in his 
‘mind. ‘All of the attempts made by Senators,” 
said he, *“* to cause a quarrel between that gen- 
tleman and myseif will bea failure. He and I 
are better friends than those who are trying to 
make us enemies.” With this declaration Mr. 
Logan dismissed the subject of his own griev- 
ances and followed it with an argument in sup- 
port of his bill. 

Mr. Plumb followed with another speech 
against the measure, premising it with the 
sneering remark that he was willing to admit 
that the Lllmois Senator was the greatest 
volunteer soldier this country ever had. 
Mr. Plumb was frequentiy interrupted by 
Mr. Logan, who _ asserted that he was 
misquoted. The Kansas Senator’s replies 
trenched closely upon the limitsof Senatorial 
courtesy, and his curt refusal totpermit-Mr. 
ganto put intothe Record a statement of the 
cost of the army was generally regarded as get- 
ting considerably beyond those limits. At the 
present rate of progress it will be some time be- 
fore Mr, Logan reaches @ vote upon his bill.

The audience which greeted Senator Vance to- 
day, when he rose to denounce the Civil Service 
Reform law and its advocates was decidedly 
small. Such visitors as were in the galleries, how- 
ever, paid good attention towhat he had tosay,and 
a good many Senators paid him the compliment 
of listening to his words. Mr. Vance read his 


speech from manuscript, but while this indi- 
cated careful preparation Senators were able 
to discover very little that he had not 
told them before one way or an- 
other. His speech showed also . that, 
like other opponents of the merit system, 
he had either not studied the law he was de- 
nouncing or was disposed to misrepresent it and 
its operation. He began witha brief reference 
to the history of the tenure of office iaw, and 
then opened his attack upon the civil 
service law with the familiar and untrue 
assertion that it was a plan hit upon 
by Repnblicans to perpetuate Republicans in 
office. One of the chief objections to it, he de- 
clared, was its tendency to defeat the will 
of the people as expressed at popular 
elections, and to that extent to impair 
the vigor and usefulness of political parties. 
Mr. Vance went into a long argument to prove 
the necessity of parties in a Republican 
Government, and this led him _ into 
. tirade upon independents, less smart, 

ut only a_iittle less vulgar. than 
the remarks of Mr. Ingalls last week. He could 
find among the Independents only mock philos- 
ophers, sentimental women, and effeminate 
men, whose principles were of a sickly senti- 
mental, Sunday school, Goody o Shoes 
kind, while the growth of such doctrines 
as they professed seemed to him an unmistak- 
able sign of the decayof patriotic interest in 
American politics. He bad something deroga- 
tory to say about canters and pharisees and 
mug wumps, and praise unlimited for good ola- 
fashioned party men. 

Having exhausted his vocabulary of sneers and 
parcasm = the supporters of the civil service 
law, Mr. Vance declared that thg law itself was 
unconstitutional. His argumefit, spun out 
to great length, was to the effect that, with cer- 
tain specified exceptions. the Constitution gave 
to every citizen the right to hold office, and, 
consequently, the right to seek office, elective 
or appointive. No law could deprive the cit- 
izen of this right, yet the civil service law 
nmamed a commission to say what persons 
should apply for office. It made the right to 
hold office dependent upon the discretion of 
three men unknown to the Constitu- 
tion. It was the very essence of ab- 
surdity and despotism, he added, to 
make a citizen’s chance to obtain an 
office dependent upon his personal appearance, 
his choice of language, the state of a Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner’s liver, a bad night's rest, 
or a failure of his morning  bitters.: 
Mr. Vance laid down the proposition that 
‘Congress could not abridge the constitutional 
rights of citizens and s0 could not empower any 
three men to do so. He contended that the 
civil service law did abridge the citizenis 
rights by restrictions as to age, residence in cer- 
tain States, &c.. forgetting, perha or not 
knowing that these restrictions were in the rules 
of the commussion instead of the law. 
The Senator went on to exhibit his 
ignorance of the law by asserting that it favored 
the setting apart and consecration of a certain 
part of our citizens tothe honors of holding 
Dffice to the exclusion of all others. It was 
turning the whole civil service into a grand 
Sunday school to be called the National 
Ebenezer. He had something to say about 
the Civil Service Commissioners as “na- 
tional hens” and a board of censors of 
public morals, and later on he_ declared 
that civil service reform consisted in get- 
ting as far away from the people as possible. 
The President was critisised for submitting 
to the law, and thus surrendering prerogatives 
it was his duty to defend,and he urged that 
President Cleveland was not bound to keep 

is reform promises to the ople. 
Then Mr. Vance went a_ step urther 
and, admitting for the sake of the argu- 
ment ‘that the law was constitutional, 
he asserted that it was no improvement over 
the old method of selecting office holders. 
On the contrary, better selections were made 
under the old system than by the new way. 

ignoring the facts shown in the 
last report of the Commissioners, he declared 
that coliege-bred men had the advantage of 
other and better men under the Jaw, and that the 
method of selection was altogether impracticable 
and unbusinesslike. His only answer to the 
facts set forth in the annual report of the com- 
mission was @ COmplaint that the report was 
insolent toward members of Congress and oppo- 
nents of the merit system. The whole speech 
‘was c by displays of ignorance and 
prejudice, and his assertions of preference for 
the old system will not be supported by the 
beads of departments or anybody else except 
office seeking politicians and the olass of North 
Carolinians who areas ill-informed about the law 
as Senator Vance has tried to make people be- 
iieve he is. er

It provides in cases of dispute for the 
appointment of one arbitrator by the em- 
Ployes and one by the employers, these 
two to appoint a third, the board thus constitut- 
ed to have the same powers and pay as United 
States Commissioners, their salaries to be paid 
by the Government. There is no compulsory 
feature in the measure, but itis provided that 
both parties to the dispute must first agree to 
submit their differences to arbitration. The 
Chairman of the Labor Committee, Mr. 
O'Neill, was subjected to a _ distressing 
series of cross-questions whilo he was 
upon the floor, the answers to which 
rather justifiea the impression that he is not 
more thansuperficially informed about the prin- 
ciples of the bill reported or the principles that 
should govern capital in its relations to labor. 
Mr. Foran, of Ohio, made a speech in opposition 
to the bill, in which he expressed bis disbelief in 
the efficacy of arbitration and boldly declared 
that the only solution of the disputes between 
the poor men who work and the rich men who 
employ would be a readjustment of the 
wealth of the country—a new divide. It 
sounded decidedjy communistic as delivered 
and created no _  \little astonishment on 
the Democratic side. Mr. Hammond op- 
posed the bill, specifically asserting that 
he did not do so in the interest of 
any corporation, as he never had and never 
would own a dollar of railroad stock. Mr. Reed, 
of Maine, made a very thoughtful, earnest, and 
vigorous speech, in which he counseled the 
greatest caution in undertaking to settle by 
legisiation the controversies between capital 
and labor, that would work themselves out as 
the men who invest and the laborers who make 
investments of capital profitable learn to know 
each other better and, by study of their relative 
conditions, become better advised as to their 
respective rights. The measure might be useful 
as an experiment. It was too much to expect 
that a problem that had been discussed for age 
and was still far from settlement could be solve 
in one day by one stroke of legislation. Greén- 
backer Weaver made a speech, but no 
subject of arbitration. He attributed all the un- 
rest and dissatisfaction of labor to lack of 
exgead money, and expressed with vehemence 

is confidence that a cure could be effected by 
freer circulation, The speeches that followed 
were long and not noteworthy, and the commit- 
tee came to no conclusion on the bill. 


Senator Riddleberger, although avery erratic 
and sometimes incomprehensible person in the 
Senate, has his uses, and the last and best one 
discovered was made known on Tuesday in the 
executive session of the Senate. The doors had 


just been closed, Senator Allison had lignted his 
cigar; one or two trays of lunch had 
been brought from the cloak rooms, and several 
pairs of boot soles had been elevated upon Sena- 
torial desks, when Mr. Riddleberger rose to 
ask that a verbatim copy of Mr. Morrill’s re- 
port on Internal Revenue Collector Shear, 
of Vermont, should be read as he had 
found it in a New-York paper, which 
he sent to the desk. It was read and 
every Senator was astonished, or pretended to 
be so. Then Mr. Riddleberger let the Senators 
have his opinion of the way in which that 
verbatim report had been given out. A majority 
and a mtnority report had been made,’the first 
by Mr. Morrill and the second by Mr. McPher- 
son. Each Senator had been furnished with 
a copy, to be held in confidence. Senators. 
Mr. Riddleberger said, could pretend as much as 
they pleased, in open session, to be more hon- 
orable than other people, and the Republican 
Senators might strain themselves in their desire 
to appear to better advantage than their 
Democratic opponents. In this case, the 
facts would not eupport such pretenses. 
It was evident that a Republican Senator 
had given out the Morrill report and 
that he had purposely detached the minority re- 

ort from that of the majority and given it out 
o a Democratic paper. It had come to his 
notice that all the points made in Senate 
executive sessions by Republicans against 
Democrats had been furnished mi- 
nutely to the press, while no one ever 
heard of the points made by Democrats 
against Republicans. Mr. Mahone, it is said, 
late in the session, when an investigation into 
the disclosure of executive session secrets had 
been proposed, suggested that if such an inves- 
tigation should be made it be by a committee 
consisting of Messrs. Van Wyck, Riddleberger, 
and Blair. ‘ 
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Senator Logan has grown carelessly poetical. 
On Monday, in his speech on the Army Dill, print- 
ed in to-day’s Record,he recalled with enthusiasm 


the “ great show” he witnessed when hundreds 
of thousand;.of soldiers went homeward from 
war, * marching under the old starry banner,” 
and singing, “Long may it wave, o’er 
the land of the free and the home of 
the brave.” And later on, when he was 
endeavoring to demonstrate that it was imper- 
ative that this country should take measures to 
protect itself, he declares, with great disregard 
of Shakespeare: *“* This country should at least 
be prepared, so that !f any emergency should 
arise and it should be assailed, we could well 
say: *“Lay on, MacDuff; and damned be him 
that first cries hold enough.’” [Applause in the 
galleries. ] sip

KILLED HER LOVER ANDSHOT HERSELF 
Mempuis, Tenn., March 381.—At 10:30 
o’clock this forenoon, in a one-story cottage, at 
No. 33 Causey-street, where the couple lived, 
ostensibly as man and wife, Al Bennett was shot 
through the heart and instantly killed by Laura 
May Porter, alias May Roberts, alias Bennett. 


The doomed men fell dead in his'tracks, in the 
kitchen of the premises, while the woman, under 
the excitement succeeding the event, went into 
the next room, and, placing the pistol to her 
breast, made two unsuccessful attempts to 
shoot. At the third effort she sent a 
bullet through her body, the missile 
passing through her left lung and out 
near the shoulder at the rear. The shots were 
heard by the people outside, and upon entering 
the house the dead form of Bennett was found, 
while the woman lay insensible and struggling 
in her own biood in the adjoining room. A revol- 
ver lay at her side, with two chambers empty 
and two bullets not discharged between the 
empty ones. 

The wretched woman was powder-burned, in- 
dicating that she had berself done the deed, 
first shooting her companion and then herself. 
The murdered man Bennett was about 35 years 
years of age, and had lived here for two years 
past He was a traveling salesman for the Die- 

old Safe and Lock Company. Previous to this 
occupation, he was traveling esman for 
Halls Safe Company, and was well known 
throughout the South. His friends here took 
charge of his remains and will attena to the 
funeral arrangements. The woman was removed 
to a bed in the house and the neighbors did what 
they could for her in her desperate condition. 
She is said to have formerly been an 
inmate of a disreputable house on Gayoso- 
street, known as the Mansion, from which Ben- 
nett took her to live’with him as his wife. 
She is 1n a desperate condition, and has one 
chance in a thousand for her life. At a 
jate hour this evening she rallied somewhat and 
said that they had bad a quarrel and he beat her 

esterday. erenewed the quarrel this morn- 
pg, and finally shot herand then himself. An 
inquest held by Squire Elliott on the body of 
Bennett failed todisclose any particulars con- 
nected with the tragedy. 








SUICIDE AT EIGHTY-SEVEN. 
NEw-Or.EAns, March 31.—Jean Baptiste 
Revol committed suicide yesterday; by shoot- 
ing himself in the right temple at his grand- 
son’s residence, corner of Chartres and 
Conti streets. Death was instantaneous. 


He was a native of France, 87 years 
old, and had kept a gun store at the corner where 
he died for 49 years. He was a hale, hearty 
veteran, always at work, and as active as any 
oung man up to about two years ago, when 
e began to suffer from asthmatic: attacks. 
Up to three or four days ago Mr, Revol had 
been cheerful and contented. One day 
last week he contracted asthma and 
sent for payeictens, who informed him 
that at his advanced stage 
nothing could be done for him. This worried 
the old man, who prescribed for himself. He 
went about the house as usual, but ap- 
peared to be melancholy. Yesterday he 
awoke about 8 o'clock and his grand- 
daughter brought him some coffee. At 10 o’clook 
he left his room and went out on the gallery. 
The granddaughter was sitting ina room next 
to his, with the door open, When hé re- 
turned he closed the door and shortly after 
she heard the pistol shot. She ran into his 
room and be was just falling off the chair, The 
Coroner held an inquest and found Revol had 
killed himse}f in a fit of melancholia, brought 
on by dread of disease.

YACHTING IN THE RED SEA| 


THE BRUNHILDE ON HER VOYAGE 
ROUND THE WORLD. 
DESERTED BY A STEAMER .AFTER BEING 


NEARLY SWAMPED—A VISIT TO THE 


ISLAND OF JEBEL-SOGHAIR, 

CotomsBo, Ceylon, Feb. 14.—During the 
afternoon of June 29, 1885, the schooner yacht 
Brunhilde, of the New-York Yacht Club, 
weighed anchor for Cowes, Isle of Wight, ona 
voyage around the world, Her crew consisted 


of the Captain, two mates, a boatswain, two 


stewards, a cabin boy, and eight men before the 
mast, while in the cabin were six recent grad- 
uatesof Yale. After five months spent with 
much pleasure afloat and ashore the party ar- 
rived at Suez, in Egypt, with the Red Sea be- 
fore them. Here they were informed that the 


passage of thisseaatthis time of year would 


be impossible for a sailing vessel owing to the 
great belt of calms, the adverse currents, the 
contrary winds, and dangerous reefs. In con- 
sequence of this'the Captain made arrangements 
with the agent of the Clan Line of steamers to 
tow the yacht by one of the vessels of this line 
to the port of Aden, distant 1,600 miles, At noon 
of the 22d of November the Clan Buchanan-took 


the Brunhilde in tow, and she went merrily 
‘along at the rate of 10 knots an hour through 
the Gulf of Suez. She passed Mount Sinai dur- 
ing the night, and was in the-Straits of Jubal by 
8 o’clock the next morning. In the afternoon 


she was in the Red Sea with every prospect of a 


prosperous voyage. 

After running through the great calm belt, 
and having Jiddah, the port of the sacred town 
of Mecca, bearing a-beam, the yacht had a head 
wind which increased to} such an extent that 
the steamship was compelled to reduce her 
speed. At this point the Captain.of the steamer 
sent a message in a bottle attached to a long line 
asking if the two stout cables by which the 
yacht was being towed were well parceled: also 
expressing some doubt of their strength to tow 
in the heavy seas which were there running. On 
the morning of the 26th of November the seas 
bad increased to a great height, and although 
the steamer had slackened down to two knots 
per hour, waves were constantly break- 
ing over the bows, till one sea larger than its 
fellows buried the bows completely. There was 
a shock and a crash—the upboom. Cowsprit, and 
foretopmast_ broke off. he cables snapped like 
threads, while the stays.and cordage tenaciously 
held the broken spars which bumped against 
and gnawed the bows of the, good yacht as she 
pitched and rolled in the angry waters. The 
Captain of the steamer, as soon as he discovered 
that the Brunhilde was adrift, rounded his ship. 
and came asciose ashe dared to teil us that it 
would be dangerous to take us intow. He then 
steamed off. : 

All hands worked like beavers to clear away 
the wreckage from the bows, which we not only 
succeeded in accomplishing before night came 
on, but also had a jury rig forward, and thus 
handicapped we had before us the prospect of 
sailing without a pilot, in the worst season, ina 
sea which has been the dread of navigators of all 
ages, and where sailing vessels are rarely seen in 
the best season. After spending a most anxious 
night of beating against a head gale, during 
which we momentarily -expected to hear our 
keel crunch on one of the sunken reefs 
which abound here, we were able to 
anchor under the lee of Jebel-Soghair, a 
volcanic island of barren aspect, on which sev- 
eralrocky eminences, rugged and of fanciful 
shape, rise to considerable height. We de- 
termined to remain here until we could get the 
yacht in some condition for beating against a 
head wind and rough sea, because we could not 
expect much lull in the wind, which at this 
season blows constantly, with more or less vio- 
lence, from the southeast. This wind is a curious 
phenomenon. It is cauged by the northeast 
monsoon striking the hign land of Africa, which 
turns it at right angles; then it is contracted by 
the mountainous funnel-like shores of the sea. 

We anchored about half a mile off shore, in 15 
fathoms of water. As we lay here the wind 
rushed through the jagged pesks and down the 
barren sides of the island, driving before it a fine 
black sand and rendering the water between us 
and the shore so rough that a trip ashore seemed 
hazardous. In the afternoon, however, we de- 
termined totryit. Accordingly, cladin only a 
pair or light pajamas, with our clothes, a few 
trinkets, our guns, revolvers, and amunition 
carefully wrapped in waterproof covers, 
and strapped to the boat to prevent loss 
in case of capsizing, three of us_ started 
for shore. Before we had gone a hundred 
yards we were all thoroughly drenched by the 
falling spray. As we neared the island we dis- 
covered that a barrier reef was lying about 60 
feet off shore, while beyond it was « deep-look- 
ing pooi backed bya fine beach. As we drew 
near the reef the water began to shoal and grow 
smoother, which enabled us to jump out of the 
boat and drag it over the reef into the pool be- 
yond, the water in which we found up to our 
necks. On reaching the beach we found it com- 
posed of broken coral and cora) sand, on which 
countless crabs of various kinds were running, 
among which we noticed the curious hermit 


crab. 

Hastily dressing and taking our guns we 
found many snipe on the beach, a goodly num- 
ber of which we bagged. We also shot several 
fine fishhawks, while one of our number, who 
had taken to the hills with his rifle, returned 
with a gazelleslung over his shoulder. We moved 
down the beach and saw some wretched huts. 
As we approached these we were met by a very 
old man, chocolate colored, clad in a small piece 
of cloth. He seemed frightened at our ap- 

roach, but we soon allayed his fears by many 

riendly signs. While we attempted to talk with 
him in the sign language several dark col- 
ored women and children were dodging be- 
hind the huts to get a better sight of us. 
Our attempts to talk with the old man were not 
very successful. We visited the huts and found 
that they were of the most primitive construc- 
tion, consisting of four upright posts, over 
which some grass matting was tied with grass 
rope. Inside they exhibited the utmost squalor, 
We gave the old man a few trifles and returned 
to the yacht. 

We remained at anchor here for several days, 
and succeeded in making the boat shipshape 
forward, with the hope that she would pe 80° 
till we reached Perim Island, distant 100 miles, 
gt the lower entrance of the Red Sea, in the 
Straits of Bab-cl-Mandeb. We beat against a 
strong wind and head sea for three days,.and 
finally anchored safe off the island.

FRANCIS A. SILVA. 


Francis A. Silva, a well known marine.‘

The Hon. Eugene B. Hawley, State Sena- 
tor from the Wayne and Susquehanna District, 


Pennsylvania, from 1876 to 1879, and late editor 
of the Montrose Democrat, died on Monday 
afternoon, at New-Milford, Susquehanna Coun- 
ty, aged 39 years.

On Tuesday, when two of the men who had 
been under him for years,.and with whom he 
was on the most pleasant terms, came into his 
office, a turn of the conversation to the volun- 
tary action of the men on the Eighth-avenue 
line in taking $24 day in place of 25, lea him 
him to say that something of the kind oughi to 
be done on the rclay-street and Seventh- 
avenue lines. These tines, he claimed, were not 
paying expenses. 
be men on them were receiving top pay for 
lighter work than was reguired on any other 
lines in the city. It would be an easy matter, 
he thought, for the Empire Protective Associa- 


tion to advise the men on these two lines to con- 
sent to a reduction of $2, which seemed just, 
considering that the lines were not paying. 
If the men Fo ame he was afraid that he might 
have to lay off some of the cars, as a way ought 
to be found to scale expenses down to the in- 
come. Mr, Newell, in explaining this interview 
last night, said that it was purely informal and 
good-tempered throughout, and that the 
men to whom he made the suggestions 
conceded that they were reasonable.

WORK PAID FOR TWICE. 
MR. CRAVEN’S CHARGES.AGAINST’ ENGINEER. 
CHURCH. 

Assistant Engineer Royal Chapin, who 
won Tuesday swore that an attempt had been 
‘made to intimidate him from telling the truth 
about the work on the new aqueduct, in charge 
of Chief Engineer Church, was the first witness 
before the Commission of Engineers yesterday. 
Gens. Newton, Gillmore, and Greene were 
present. Mr. Chapin merely repeated his 
evidence about the attempt to make him keep 
quiet. Assistant Engineer Horn said that Mr. 
Church had told him that he must be careful; 
that the wall at Sawmill River might have to-pe 
taken down. 

Engineer Craven, who makes the charges 
against Mr. Church, asked the privilege of put- 


ting questions to witnesses, This the engineers 

refused to give, butsaid thatif Mr. Craven would 
write out the questions he wished to ask the 
commission would examine them and use their 
discretion in putting them. Reports of various 
division engineers and inspectors were ready 
to prove how imperfect the work at Sawmill 

River was. 

Mr. Craven then testified regarding the charge 
that the timber supporting the roof of the tun- 
nel had not been taken out by O’Brien & Clark, 
the contractors. He said that the specifications 
provided that no perishable material should be 
used. .The timber would rot in time, and the 
masonry which it supported would be in danger 
of dropping down, Suchathing would greatly 
injure the tunnel. A report of Mr. Craven on 
this subject made last September was read. 

Mr. Horn, who -was recalled, said that he had 
Been timber left in and masonry built about it. 
Mr. Chapin, who was also recalled, said that he 
had seen timber left in the work. In some cases 
cordwood had been placed between the logging 
and the masonry. Assistant Engineer Bowley 
swore that wood had been used to fillin inter- 
stices in and about the logging, Chief Engineer 
Church admitted that he had not visited the 
work complained of since Consulting Engineer 
Feteley became ill. 

_The commission then took up the charge that 
timber once paid for as such was charged and 
paid for as rubble masonry. Reports were read 
ehowing that the attention of both Mr. Church 
‘and Aqueduct Commissioners Dowd, Spencer, 
and Baldwin was repeatedly called to cases 
where double payments were meade, The extra 
cost to the city was from $2 to $4 per lineal foot. 
Division Engineer E. Sherman Gould swore that 
the timber in the portal of shaft No. 18 was 12 
by 122 inches. Chief Engineer Church directed 
him to allow this timber as masonry. Mr. 
Craven showed by the contract specifications 
that measuring the timber as rubble masonry 
rafter it had once been paid for as timber was a 
Violation of the contract. The commission will 
continue the investigation to-morrow.

A VALUABLE GIFT. 
\BIX RARE VOLUMES PRESENTED-TO THE 
NEW-YORE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Ex-Judge Platt Potter, of Schenectady, 
has given to the New-York Historical So- 
ciety six volumes of the “State Trials of 
England,”issued in 1742, which originally be- 
longed to Sir William Johnson, Bart., his auto- 
graph being inscribed on the title page of each 
volume, The books, when they were Assued, 
‘were valued at £600, or about $3,000. The gift is 
not only highly valuable in itself, but interest- 


ng because of its history. The volumes have 
een for the last 49 years the property of ex- 
Judge Potter. 

Sir William Johnson, who lived in this State 
in the last century, was a soldier and land owner, 
and received from the British Government many 
honors, and, among other things, the books in 
question. He died at Johnson Hall, Johnstown, 
in July, 1774. His property, including the vol- 
umes, passed to his son, Sir John Johnson. In 

776 there lived at Schenectady two families 
mamed respectively Adams and Ellice. James 
Ellice, the youngest of four brothers, married 
Ann Adams. He died shortly afterward, and his 
widow subsequently became the first wife of Jo- 
sepb Christopher Yates, then a leading lawyer of 
Schenectady, afterward a Judge of the Supreme 
Court, and finally Governor of New-York. To 
him Mrs. Ellice brought, as part of her personal 
estate, these six volumes of the “ State Trials,” 
which had come to her from her father, who 
was a confidential friend and agent of Sir Will- 
jam Johnson. Gov. Yates kept the volumes in his 
private library during his life. He died on 
March 19, 1837, at the age of 69. His widow, who 
was his third wife, gavethem to the law succes- 
sor and confidential friend of her husband, ex- 
Judge Platt Potter. The Judge has now reached 
the age of 86. In a private letter, he says: 
““Having no male descendant bearing my name 
to whom I could transmit them, it became the 
fixed purpose of my mind to donate them to 
some safe public institution. In search of that 
object, Ifound the want of security. In the 
New-York Historical Society I found the fuil 
Becurity.” .

-At Special Term of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday, Judge Pratt heard argu- 
ment for alimony and counsel fee inthe suit of 
Kate O’Sullivan for absolute aivorce from her 
husband, Jeremiah. The plaintiff is 19 years old, 
and a daughter of William Gardner, of No. 648 
Herkimer-street. The defendant is a prosper-

fireet. Mrs. O'Sullivan alleged that one even- 
Yng during the time she was engaged to 
‘tthe defendant he drugged her and while she

GOEBHARDT TELLS HIS STORY, 


TWO MEN. 


. Inthe-triahof Frederick Goebhardt for 
Mthe shooting of Ellen Phibbs, which was con- 
tinued before Judge Gildersleeve in Part I. of 
the Court of General Sessions yesterday, mo- 
tions for acquittal on the charges of murder in 
the first and second degrees were denied on the 
ground that the case should go to the jury. 
Several witnesses testified to Goebhardt’s good 
character, and then his wife, a little-woman with 
a big blue-eyed baby in her arms, stated that 
when her husband came homeon the morning 


of the shooting bis-clothes were torn and muddy, 
his head out and bruised, ané his nose and eyes 
swollen and discolored. He had told her that he 
had been robbed and beaten, and that he had 
pulled out his revolver and fired. He left the 
Place without knowing that he had shot any one. 

Goebhardt himself then took the stand, and 
his wife left the court room. He burst into 
tears when erp! his visit to the House of 
Blazes. He bad met Ellen Phibbs on Blackwell’s 
Island, where she was imprisoned for disorderly 
conduct, He had helped to get her released be- 
fore her time was out owing to her good con- 
duct. He grew very friendly with her, and went 
to the House of Biazes to see her the week fol- 
lowing her release. He had also a message to 
Burns concerning a friend who was on tbe 
Island. When he went to the House of Blazes on 
the evening before the shooting he found Ellen 
Phibps half drunk. He kissed her and they 
were very friendly. He ave her $5 to give to 
Mary Sullivan to get changed, but the money 
Was not returned to him. 

On his way down stairs he charged her with 
with having kept the money, and she told him 
that he lied. A momentafterward a man struck 
him onthe back of the neck. He ran for the 
street, and at the door another man grasped him 
by the neck, knocked him down, tore his coat, 
and robbed him. Hestruggled to his feet and 
fired his revolver at the man who haa knocked 
him down. He fired through fear that he was 
to be seriously hurt. He did not know that his 
shot had hit any one. Some one from an upper 
window had called out: “Tommy, Tommy, 
come up!” He did not know that Ellen Phibbs 
was in the hallway when he fired.

ANOTHER COLLIER MISSING. 
THE BARKENTINE KLOTO MAY HAVE BEEN* 
THE OREGON’S DESTROYER, 

The barkentine Kloto, loaded with coal, 
sailed from Baltimore for this port on Feb. 22. 
Nothing has since been heard of her. Measrs. 
Loud, Claridge & Co., her Baltimore agents, are 
wondering if her disappearance may not lead 
to a solution of the Oregon mystery. It is 
supposed that the Kloto had taken a long tack 
which carried her beyond New-York Bay, thus 
explaining her presence off Fire Island. She 
was owned by Weltch, Humpbrey & Co., of 


Boston. Messrs. Miller & Houghton, the corre- 
spondents in this city of the Baltimore agents, 
know nothing about the Kloto except that she 
was lost, They think, as do most of the South- 
street merchants, that the Charles H. Morse was 
the vessel that collided with the Oregon. Morse 
& Co. have done nothing yet toward iden- 
tifying the wreck reported off Shinnecock and 
supposed to be the Charles H. Morse. Possibly 
on Mr. Morse’s return to this city at the end 
of this week investization may be pushed in 
that direction.

BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT. 
‘ONE TUNNEL AND NINE ELEVATED ROADS. 
LAID OUT BY THE COMMISSION, 

Brooklyn Rapid Transit Commission No. 
1 met yesterday morning in the Garfield Build- 
ing, on Court-street, and adopted 10 plans for as 
many rapid transit routes through the city. As 
jaid out, these routes extend to East New-York, 
Flatbush, Bay Ridge, Williamsburg, and Green- 
point, and include a trunk line from the City 
Hall to the bridge and Fulton Ferry. The first 
route begins at Water and Fulton streets, and 
extends along the latter to New-Lots, with a. 
spur at Sands-street to the bridge entrance. The 
second road begins at the intersection of Flat- 
bush-avenue and Fulton-street, running along 
Flatbush-avenue to Fifth-avenue and thence out 
past Greenwood to New-Utrecht. The third 
route is merely a branch of the second, begin- 
ning at Prospect and Fifth avenues and reaching 
to the station of the Prospect Park and Coney 
Isiand Railroad on Ninth-avenue and Twen- 
tieth-street. Route No. 4 begins at the junction 
of Fulton-street and Myrtile-avenue, and con- 
tinues through the latter to Grand-avenue, there 
connecting with Route No. 5, which runs through 
the remainder of Myrtle-avenue to Newtown. 
The sixth route is a spur from the corner of 
Nassau and Fulton streets to the bridge. 

The seventh route begins at the foot of Broad- 
way, Williamsburg, through which street it 
runsto Lexington-avenue. The eighth route, 
beginning at Franklin and Myrtle avenues, is 
carried through Wythe and Division avenues, 
South Eleventh and First streets, Meserole and 
Manhattan avenues to Newtown Creek. The 
ninth route runs along Adams-street, from Ful- - 
ton to Sands, thence to Washington and down 
to York-street, with a connection with the 
bridge station. The last plan adopted provides 
for a road beginning at the junction‘of Hudson 
and Park avenues and running along the former 
to Flatbush-avenue. All of these routes are to 
be occupied by elevated structures except the 
branch from Fifth-avenue to the Prospect Park 
and Coney Island Road. This connection is to 
be made by means of atunnel, The commis- 
sion also adopted a resolution refusing to au- 
thorize the construction of stations at the City 
Hall-square, and declaring tnat all terminal fa- 
cilities at the bridge must be on private prop- 
erty.

COMPLETING ORGANIZATION. 

The Board of Trustees of the Grant Mon-
